A STRATEGIC WAR MAP. 


By the courtesy of “Collier’s Weekly,” we reproduce 
from the number of that excell nt illustrated periodical for 
Jan. 27, the “Strategic War Map,” of theNorth American 
Continent, published on the opposite page. It shows in 
graphic form the encroachments on this continent by for- 
eign powers to which we have so frequently called at- 
tention. It emphasizes also the importance of the ques- 
tions involved in our relations to the island of Cuba. As 
Mr. King says in the article accompanying this map: 
“The present session of Congress, if not the most im- 
portant in the nation’s existence, is destined to become a 
memorable one. It will be, at least, a history-making 
epoch; for grave and momentous questions, involving nu 
change in our national policy, are already under consid- 
eration. It may mean continued peace and prosperity. 
It may mean a brief but decisive struggle for the island 
key to the Caribbean Archipelago, the strategic value of 
which would, in a measure, compensate for our defi- 
ciency in sea power. If arbitration with Great Britain 
must come, let the disarmament of all strategic positions 
around our coast form the basis of such a treaty. Let 
us be relatively, if not equally, as strong from a naval 
and military standpoint. True, she has a Navy ten times 
as powerful as ours, but she has interests to guard in 
all parts of the world, so that the possession of the most 
important islands in the West Indies would, to a certain 
extent, equalize the two forces. During the past ten 
vears, it is said, she has spent more than forty million 
dol irs for the purpose of improving her fortifications 
and mounting modern high-power guns at Halifax, Ber- 
muda, Jamaica; and St. Lucia in the Atlantic, and Esqui- 
mault in the North Pacific; and the defenses along the 
Canadian frontier have been greatly strengthened. In 
addition, military roads and canals have been cut wholly 
in Canadian territory, so that great bodies of men and 
munitions of war may be transported from ocean to 
ocean. On the Great Lakes, the innocent-looking little 
revenue cutters, forbidden by treaty to carry any arma- 
ment, are bristling, below decks, with rapid-fire guns 
and high explosives. A part of the Canadian militia has 
heen drafted into the regular service, and the plan of 
ercanization and mobilization, in case of war, has been 
carried to a high degree of perfection. Is it necessary to

Rytish.—Jamaica, Turks and Caicos Islands, Bahamas, 
Antigua, Montserrat, Nevis, St. Christopher, Dominica, 
the Virgin and Cayman Islands, Grenada, St. Vincent, 
Tobago, St. Lucia, Barbados, Trinidad, and the islands 
off the coast of British Honduras.

Indeed, had we 
pursued a cansistent but peaceful policy, looking to the 
possession of a foothold on the islands which should 
form the outer bulwarks of our continent, jnstead of out- 
lving posts of possible enemies, we might have been the 
masters of our Occidental Mediterranean, the Gulf of 
Mexico. Again-the opportunity occurs for obtaining an 
tant addition to the defenses of our Pacific frontier, 
and again Congress hesitates, while the President urges.

WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 


* Congress believes that the truth is too good to be told 
often. At least this is how the Sub-committee on Coast 
Defenses of the House Committee on Appropriations 
feels, They are angry at Maj. Gen. Miles, commanding 
the Army, and like many of the members in the Capitol 
who desire their constituents to know how they are 
saving money for the Government, they are criticising 
him. And what is it all about? Gen. Miles told them 
that the country’s defenses were in a bad plight. He 
urged that they make liberal appropriations for fortify- 
ing the seacoasts, and when informed that they proposed 
to reduce the appropriations for coast defenses to $4,- 
144,912, or less than one-third of the $13,378,571 esti- 
mated as absolutely necessary by the War Department, 
he warned the Sub-committee that the responsibility in 
case of war would not rest upon the Army or upon the 
War Department but upon the Committee and Congress. 
That was too much for the Sub-committee, and they have 
since been “giving it out quietly,” according to one press 
dispatch, “that the General of the Army is distressingly 
lacking in information about the military establishment 
over which he presides with grace and dignity. One dis- 
tinguished member who took part in the examination of 
Gen. Miles during his two days’ caucus with the Com- 
mittee, caustically remarked: “Miles made an exhibition 
of himself. His ignorance about matters en which he 
should be thoroughly posted is really amazing.” 

Our only reason in quoting this press dispatch is to 
call attention to the well-known ignorance ordinarily and 
extraordinarily displayed by members of the House com- 
ing from farming districts, who know as much about a 
gun as one of their own farm hands does about a gyro- 
scope. We have reason to believe that Representative 
Hemingway, who hails from an interior town in Indiana, 
is responsible for the remark attributed in the press dis- 
patch to “one distinguished member.” It is recognized 
by the members of the House themselves that the Sub- 
committee in reporting a bill carrying such a small 
amount, has made an egregious error, and Mr. Heming- 
way’s only excuse is that in cutting the estimates to such 
a low figure, “he has done better than the Democrats.” 
That’s it. Politics! The country’s future welfare is 
nothing if a small Congressional district represented by 
a small member of the House, is to be informed by that 
same small member that he has been successful in re- 
ducing the amount annually appropriated for the fortifi- 
cations of the seacoasts by some five millions of dollars. 
Gen. Miles naturally views the criticism of the members 
of the Sub-committee with indifference, probably on the 
theory that ignorance is their excuse. That is a good 
theory and in this case is absolutely correct.

THE NEW SINGLE-FORGING GUN. 

Further satisfactory reports have been received with 
regard to the performance of the new single-forging 
5-inch rapid-fire gun, under test last week at the Sandy 
Hook Proving Ground. One hundred rounds were fired 
with smokeless powder, giving muzzle velocities of more 
than 2,700 feet per second with pressures of about 35,000 
pounds per square inch. In the excessive pressure test 
the gun successfully resisted pressures of 47,000 and 
49,000 pounds per square inch without material enlarge- 
ment of the bore. The original conception of the gun is 
due to Capt. F. E. Hobbs, Ord. Dept., who several years 
since pointed out to the Chief of Ordnance the ease with 
which a modification of the Rodman principle of casting 
guns could be applied to forgings for guns, that the pro- 
cess would have great advantage over Rodman’s for 
it would be easily controllable and could be made to pro- 
duce exactly the initial strains desired, and, furthermore, 
that guns so made could be turned out more.rapidly and 
economically than those built-up, while, in an emergency, 
since no special plant for shrinking one piece on another 
would be required, any shop in the country could do the 
machine work necessary in finishing such guns from 
the forgings. 

Capt. Hobbs at that time suggested the manufacture 
of an experimental 3.2-inch forging for careful examina- 
tion, and this was made at the Bethlehem Iron Works 
under his direction. The results of examination were so 
satisfactory that the Chief of Ordnance directed the 
manufacturer of the type 5-inch gun which has just been 
tested. 

Capt. R. Birnie, Ord. Dept., was favorably impressed 
at an early day with the possibilities of the methods 
proposed, and has assisted Capt. Hobbs in perfecting the 
plan of the gun; from his formulas treating of the 
strength of guns he determined the thickness of metal 
which the gun should have along the bore, and the exact 
initial strains to be applied to the forging, that the fin- 
ished gun should have a satisfactory strength. 

In manufacture the same steps are followed as for any 
gun forging until, at a convenient stage in one of the 
processes, advantage is taken of the condition of the 
rough finished forging to introduce such initial strains 
as may be desired, by interior cooling. 

The advantages claimed for the method of manufac- 
turing guns are, strength, simplicity, a reduction in cost 
and possibility of rapid production. Guns of all calibers 
can be made, the method being limited in its application 
only by the facilities of the steel workers to produce the 
required forgings.

Maj. James Chester, 34 U. 8S. Art., who will be re- 
tired for age on Thursday, Feb. 10, is well known 
throughout the Army as an artillerist of the highest or- 
der.

ing the war he rendered excellent service in the field, re- 
ceiving the brevets of 1st Lieutenant and Captain for gal- 
lantry in the Gettysburg campaign and at Kearneysville. 
The good wishes of a host of friends go with him in his 
honorable retirement.

OUR NEW QUARTERMASTER GENERAL. 

As has been anticipated, the President sent this week 
to the Senate the appointment of Col. Marshall I. Lud- 
ington, Asst. Q. M. Gen,, U. 8. A., the senior of his 
grade to succeed Brig. Gen. George H. Weeks, Q. M. 
Gen., who was retired for age on the 8d of February. 
The military record of Gen. Ludington is, as we have 
heretofore stated, of the very best, and personally he is 
one of the most courteous and kindly gentlemen in the 
Army. He was born at Smithfield, Somerset County, 
Pa., on the Fourth of July, 1839, so that his lease of the 
position will expire on the Glorious Fourth of 1908. In 
October, 1861, he received the appointment of Captain 
and Assistant Quartermaster of Volunteers. In August, 
1864, he, then a Major, was Chief Quartermaster of the 
2d Army Corps and a few months later attained the 
grade of Colonel, and was detailed Chief Quartermaster 
of the Department of Washington. His duties were 
arduous and responsible and were at all times performed 
with fidelity and energy. He was present in many en- 





gagements, inclading the Chancellorsville and Gettys-

burg campaigns, the Wilderness, Spottsylvania, Court 
House, and campaign in front of Petersburg. He held 


the position of Chief Quartermaster, Depart- 
ment of Washington, until July, 1867, having 
in the meantime, Jan. 18, 1867, been appointed 


Major and Quartermaster in the regular establishment. 
In October, 1867, he was assigned to duty at Santa F6 
and from that time forward has held important positions 
as Chief and Depot Quartermaster, in every section of 
the country his last position, which he now relinquishes, 
being Chief Q. M. of the Department of the Bast. He 
holds four brevets, Major, Lieutenant Colonel, Colonel 
and Brigadier General, for his services during the war. 
The important and onerous duties which he now goes to 
Washington to enter upon are by no means unknown te 
him, for he was on duty in the Q. M. G. O. from 1870 te 
1875, again for a few months in 1888, and again as 
Principal Assistant from July, 1890, to December, 1804. 
The appointment is a most excellent one in every respect 
and we beg to offer our hearty congratulations.

The annexation of the Hawaiian Islands now seems as- 
sured. The debate upon the pending treaty will probably 
be continued for a month longer, but Senator Dawis, 
who has it in charge, is satisfied after a thorough cam 
vass of the Senate that the sixty votes necessary for rati- 
fication will be obtained. The services will hail with de- 
light this acquisition of territory, so valuable from a 
strategic as well as a commercial standpoint. No plans 
have yet been formulated for the military and naval rep- 
resentation which will follow tlhe consummation of the 
long-desired plan of bringing this paradise of the Pacifig 
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under the American flag. The question of defense will 
necessarily soon come up, and detail plans by both the 
War and Navy Departments will have to be prepared for 
future action of Congress. If the island is to be used as 
a base of supplies in event of war, as undoubtedly it 
will be, there should be ample means for defending it 
against a foe. All of this is, of course, a matter for the 
future, but it is a subject already receiving serious 
thought from military and naval authorities. 


Now that the Army and Military Academy appropria- 
tion bills have been reported to the House, the Military 
Committee of the House is taking a short rest. It is 
impossible for the committee to lay on its oars any length 
of time in view of the fact that such pressure is -being 
brought to bear for private legislation and Chairman 
Hull, besides, is anxious to do something looking to a 
reorganization of the Army. 








The Quartermaster’s Department of the Army will 
shortly formally accept the donation of 641 acres of land 
from the citizens of Seattle, Wash., to the Government 
for the establishment of the important regimental head- 
quarters at that point contemplated by the War Depart- 
ment. Several hundred acres of tide lands accompany the 
tract which is at present available for military purposes. 
They will be accepted by the Department in order to pre- 
vent their being reclaimed and occupied by civilians, but 
will probably not be improved for Army uses. The legal 
technicalities in connection with the acceptance of the 
donation have nearly all been comptes with. Plans for 
new barracks and other garrison buildings for the post 
will shortly be prepared by the Department.

The Corps of Engineers of the Army is pushing the 
work on the coast defenses as rapidly as possible at all 
‘points. On the Northern coast the weather prevents the 
prosecution of masonry work, but excavating and such 
other work as is practicable is going on even there. The 
Department is informed that the work at Dutch Island, 
which commands the western entrance to Narragansett 
Bay, is practically completed. The disappearing car- 
riages for the three 10-inch guns to be erected there were 
received last week and are now being placed in position. 
The work at Fort Adams is also nearly completed. The 
next work will be the acquisition of additional sites 
on Conanicut Island. Owing to legal complications this 
cannot be done by amicable arrangements and condemna- 
tion proceedings must be instituted. On the Southern 
coasts all the contract work is proceeding satisfactorily, 
and most of the emplacéments on work already begun 
will be completed within a few months. 


It is stated at the War Department that Col. Edwin V. 
Sumner, 7th Cay., commanding Fort Grant, and Col. 
G. G. Huntt, 2d Cav., commanding Fort Wingate, will 
shortly be retired by the President on account of having 
reached the age of 62. If either of these retirements be 
made, an early opportunity will be afforded for the nomi- 
nation of Lieut. Col. Henry C. Noyes, 2d Cav., for pro- 
motion to the grade of Colonel. It is authoritatively 
stated that Lieut. Col. Noyes will be nominated for pro- 
motion as soon as an opportunity offers itself, and great 
efforts will be made to secure his confirmation by the 
Senate. If no earlier opportunity is afforded, Lieut. 
Col. Noyes will be nominated for promotion to Colonel, 
as we stated last week, on the promotion of Col. Guy 
V. Henry, 10th Cav., who has been promised a Brigadier 
Generalship by the President on the retirement of Brig. 
Gen. Graham, Sept. 28 next. Lieut. Cols. T. McGregor, 
Sth Cav., and S. M. Whitside, 5th Cav., are next in or- 
der of promotion to the grade of Colonel; then follow 
Majs.

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At the Sandy Hook Proving Grounds Jan. 31, a five- 
inch rapid-fire gun burst after standing a test of seventy- 
three rounds. The pieces flew in every direction, but 
the only one seriously injured was William H, Murray, 
an operator in the temporary office of the Commercial 
Cable Company. The tests were being made under the 
direction of Capt. Heath, assisted by Lieuts. Montgom- 
ery, Fuller and Jameson. @he gun which exploded was 
the Driggs-Schroeder gun, It had ben fired four jsimes. 
The fifth charge, and last, was lighter than those used 
previously. It was fired by electricity. When the charge 
was touched off the gun burst, and a piece two hundred 
pound in weight crushed through the building where 
the telegraph operator was sitting, one hundred and fifty 
feet away. One corner of the flying piece of metal struck 
him on the left leg and broke it. Other pieces of the 
breech of the gun flew in all directions, and one of them 
struck a soldier. The exact cause of the accident could 
not be learned. It is supposed that the charge detonated 
in the bore, a casualty which no gun could stand. It is 
not considered by the ordnance officers that the accident 
is a proof that the type of gun is defective, and it is 
likely that experiments will continue to be conducted along 
the same lines. The bursting of the gun, however, de- 
stroyed the cradle adjusted to the 8-inch carriage which 
was used to test the 5-inch solid forging gun. For this 
reason the tests of the solid forging gun will have to be 
discontinued until another cradle can be provided.

The large number of Army officers who are eligible 
to regular Army brevets equal to their highest rank or 
brevet in the volunteer forces, in accordance with the 
act of Feb. 4, 1897, will be glad to learn that the distri- 
bution of these brevets will very shortly receive the at- 
tention of the President. A list of he eligible officers 
was prepared at the War Department many months ago 
and was printed in the “Journal” at the time. It was 
expected that the list would immediately be sent to 
the President for his approval, but Gen. Ruggles, who 
was then Adjutant General, neglected to do this while 
he retained his office. He was opposed to the passage of 
the bill when it was pending in Congress, and after it 
had become a law he took no steps to carry its provisions 
into effect. Since the retirement of Gen. Ruggles, Adjt. 
Gen. Breck has also allowed the matter to lie dormant, 
as he has not wished during his short tenure of office 
to do anything antagonistic to the general policy of his 
predecessor. It is no secret, however, that Col. Corbin. 
who is slated to become Adjutant General before the end 
of the present month, intends to transmit the list of eli- 
sible officers to the President as soon as practicable after 
his promotion. It can be reliably stated that the nomi- 
nations will be sent to the Senate early in March. The 
act in question provides: “That all officers of the regu- 
lar Army of the United States, active or retired, who 
served in the volunteer forces during the late war. shall 
receive a_ brevet in the regular Army equal to the highest 
rank held or the highest brevet received in the said volun- 
ter forces and be commissioned accordingly as of the date 
of such brevet; Provided: That they have not already 
moontees a brevet of equal or higher grade in the regular 
Army.

Secretary Long has forwarded to the House Naval 
Committee the objections raised by Capt. A. S. Crownin- 
shield, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, to the bill for 
the establishment of a Hospital Corps as proposed by 
Surg. Gen. Van Reypen. apt. Crowninshield finds no 
analogy in the organization of the rest of the personnel 
of the Navy, and further objects to the bill because it 
provides warrant rank for men doing duty in which no 
such authority is necessary. He says: “I am distinctly 
in favor of increasing the efficiency of the enlisted men 
serving under the medical officers, but everything that 
this bill proposes to do, except the two things which I 
am opposed to, can be done without legislation. Let 
the president establish a higher pay and grade for 
apothecaries (‘Pharmacists’). In the same way he can 
increase the pay of the class of men now serving as bay- 
men. The Department can then give this higher rate of 
pay to the twenty men on duty at naval hospitals. Navy 
yards, the naval dispensary, the laboratory and the Mu- 
seum of eens He suggested $70 for pharmacists, 
$60 for apothecaries, $30 for laymen. He suggests that 
the name “nurse” should be substituted for that of “hos- 
pital apprentice,” and that the large naval hospitals will 
serve as training schools for the nurses. Surg. Gen. Van 
Reypen has made a reply in which he repeats substantial- 
ly the argument he has already made on behalf of the 
bill introduced.

During the debate on the amendment to the Legislative 
Executive and Judicial act, creating the office of denta 
pathologist at the Medical Museum, the incumbent to re- 
ceive a salary of $1, per year, as recommended ‘by 
Surg. Gen. Sternberg, Senator Chandler said: “Mr. 
President, there is another thing. Our soldiers and sail- 
ors are exposed to the cold winds of heaven when they 
are engaged in the performance of their duties, and un- 
less their teeth are sound and well preserved they will 
have facial neuralgia and rheumatism, and be unfitted to 
verform their duties. There is no part of the body that 
is more sensitive than the teeth, and here is a proposition 
that the Surgeon General of the Army shall be enabled 
to make proper provision for this care of our soldiers 
and indirectly our sailors. I hope there will be no ob- 
jection to it. I can understand how a proposition of this 
kind might be rejected in a body of young men who 
have not begun to feel the ailments which come from im- 
perfect teeth, but a body composed of as old men as we 
are, nearly all of us beginning to feel the difficulties and 
troubles to our teeth that come as we get on in years 
ought unanimously to vote that the teeth and jaws of our 
soldiers and sailors should be preserved and perpetuated 
for such use as they have to make of them. ey do not 
use them as we do here, but they use them efficiently in 
the public service, and they ought to be cared for judi- 
ciously and liberally.”

Chairman Hull, of the House ‘Military Committee, pro- 
poses to take up the subject of the reorganization of the 
Army in the committee at a very early date. As has 
been exclusively announced in the “Journal,” his pro- 
gramme contemplates the report of the Lamont reor- 
ganization bill to the House and should it prove impos- 
sible to get that measure through then a substitute will 
he offered for the increase of the Army and the skele- 
tonization of the infantry and cavalry in such a way 
that they will preserve a two-battalion organization in 
time of peace, but can be easily converted into a three- 
battalion organization in case of war. Figures obtained 
by Chairman Hull show that the cavalry will be re- 
duced under the alternative measure being considered by 
Chairman Hull by 2,040 men. The infantry, on the oth- 
er hand, will be increased to the extent of 1, men and 
the artillery by 1,050 men. ‘The actual increase over 
the present enlisted force contemplated in Mr, Hull’s 
lan is limited to 50 men. It is the expectation of Mr. 
lull that the House will object to the consideration of 
the Lamont bill on the ground of expense, but will be 
willing to accept the alternative measure which he will 
prepare when it understands that the increase proposed 
is so small. The additional cost of the Army as a re- 
sult of the proposed reorganization will be but $34,000, 
which will be required for the pay of officers promoted 
to the higher grades a necessary sequence to the increase 
in the artillery and infantry. It is the expectation of 
members of the House Committee that members of the 
eavalry arm will strenuously object to any reduction in 
their force. Congress can properly reorganize the Army 
without reducing any arm for the benefit of another. The 
Army is now too small and the necessity for its increase 
has repeatedly been presented to Congress. It is our 


earnest hope that the House will accept the report of the 
committee contemplating the reorganization of the Army 
on a three-battalion basis and an increase of the Army 
by two additional regiments of artillery and not attempt 
to carry on the parsimonious policy which it has bee 
pursuing with respect to the service.

The subcommittee on appropriatfons of the House Na- 
val Committee has been making good progress in tly 
preparation of the Naval appropriation bill. Nothing has 
yet been done with reference to dry docks, increase of 
the Navy, the armor question or increase of the pe! 
sonnel. The subcommittee, however, has been actively at 
work and has been generous so far as it has gone wp 
to the present time. It has granted to the Burean o 
Construction and Repair the increase of $1,000,000 aske! 
for by the Chief Naval Constructor for making repairs wv 
vessels of the service, and the increase for the machin 
ery repairs asked for by Engineer-in-Chief Melville. ‘Th 
Construction Bureau will therefore secure $2,500,000, 
and the Bureau of Steam Engineering over one million 
dollars. The Bureau of Ordnance has also been liberally 
treated by the subcommittee, that body having allowed 
Erecticery. alltit asked for. Included in the subcommittce’s 
vill is $93,727, for the construction of a smokeless pow 
der factory. The subcommittee also allowed one million 
dollars for the purchase of smokeless poswder, but struck 
out the small appropriation of $22,000 for the experi 
ments being made with the explosive at the Newport fa 
tory. 





_ We are glad to observe that there is a strong minority 
in the House anxious to override the action of the ap- 
propriations committee and secure a proper appropria tio! 
during the present session for fortifying the coasts of 
the country. The committee in its report on the measure 
called attention tothe fact that the bill contains appropria- 
tions in continuance of the coast defense policy adopted 
by the Fiftieth Congress, since which time an aggregate 
of $39,384,253.50 has been appropriated, or an average 
of $3,935,425.35. ‘Most of the debate on the bill up to 
adjournment of the House on Thursday afternoon was 
taken up with a political discussion of wide range, «n¢ 
comparatively little was said about fortifications. Mr 
McClellan of New York, Mr. Foote and a few other me"- 
bers of the House, earnestly advocated the increase of 
all the appropriations in the bill up to the estimates of 
the War Department calling attention to the exposed co"- 
dition of the seaport towns and cities and to the grave 
danger that complications over the Cuban question mizht 
bring about a war with Spain for which the Govern- 
ment would not be sufficiently well prepared. The de 
fense of Mr.‘Hemenway who had charge of the bill was 
that it appropriated more money than had been give! 
for this purpose by Democratic Congresses. When the 
reading of the bill by paragraphs was concluded on 
Thursday, Mr. McClellan made a determined effort t? 
have the War Department estimates restored, demand- 
ing in each case to know why it was that they had bee! 
ignored, and why. as in one case, when Gen, Wilson had 
declared before the committee on his honor as a soldier 
that every cent of $100,000 would be required, the com- 
mittee had cut it down to $75,000. He'‘could not get 4 
more satisfactory reply than the country could not af- 
ford to spend the money and most of the harbors wert 
already pretty well defended in the opinion of the com 
mittee. 
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Brig. Gen. Lieber, Judge Advocate General of the 
Army, has nearly ready for the press a revision of his 
“Remarks on the Army Regulations,” which was pub- 
lished about a year ago. He has made considerable ad- 
ditions to the original work and has generally improved 
its arrangement. 


Col. J. G. C. Lee, Asst. Q. M. Gen., made a hard fight 
for the Quartermaster Generalship, claiming that injustice 
had been done him by previous administrations in pro- 
moting his juniors above him. To this, President Mc- 
Kinley is said to have replied that he could not under- 
take to rectify errors of former administrations, but that 
he would appoint the senior officer of the Department to 
be Quartermaster General.

The 
“Review” also has a timely and carefully prepared paper 
on American interests in China by Gen, James H. Wil 
son, who speaks from personal experience in China. Be- 
ing, as we are, General Wilson asserts, China’s nearest 
neighbor across the sea, and the only one of the great 
powers which has absolutely no plans hostile to the 
peace, integrity, and general welfare of the Chinese peo- 
ple, we cannot but look with deepest apprehension upon 
the events taking place in that quarter. We cannot af- 
ford to be mistaken as to the plans of the other powers, 
nor to depend upon even the most benevolent of them 
for our proper share of the commerce now in existence, 
and which is sure to increase rapidly hereafter if China 
is permitted to work out her own salvation with her 
possessions intact and her autonomy unimpaired. 





Brig. Gen. A. W. Greely, U. 8. A., Chief Signal Ofti- 
cer, has been informed by the manufacturers who have 
been making the new aluminum test lamp for the use of 
the Signal Corps, that the sample lamp is ready for test- 
ing and its capabilities will be tried in a few days. If 
it is found to satisfy the needs of the corps, an order will 
be immediately placed for twenty-five of the lamps, 
which will be distributed for the use of the corps. he 
new lamp is made of aluminum, is about two feet high, 
and is made to stand on a tripod, and will be manipu- 
lated in connection with a screen, which is also to stand 
on a tripod in front of the light-aperture. The screen 
consists of two wings or flaps, which being alternately 
opened and closed, displays or obscures the light from 
the lamp, for periods of varying duration, like the dots 
and dashes of the telegraph instrument, and it is pro- 
posed to employ both the Morse code and the Signal 
Service code in the transmission of messages. It has 
long been the desire of Gen. Greely to do away with the 
use of the torch now in use on the score of its primitive- 
ness, and g#he unsatisfactory results attending its em- 
ployment. *The new lamp will burn a high-test mineral 
oil and is of the greatest light giving power. It is 
hoped that experiments now in progress with the use of 
acetylene lamps will admit of their early adoption by 
the corps.

COURT MARTIAL AT SAVANNAH. 


The purpose of the prosecution in the case of Oapt. O. 
M. Carter, in calling for the testimony of Chief Clerk J. 
W. O. Sterly, of the U. 8. Engineer’s Office, referred to 
last week, was to show that the Atlantic Contracting 
Co. were given an unfair advantage in bidding for con- 
tracts. Mr, Sterly testified that the date of the adver- 
tisement for the Savannah Harbor improvements was 
June 6, 1896, the bids to be opened Sept. 8, 1806. He 
was instructed as soon as the project was approved to 
notify Capt. B. D. Green, at Stamford, Conn, 

“Who is B. D..Green?’ was asked, 

“Formerly an Engineer Officer, but now a contractor,” 
was the reply. 

“Do you know whether he is a member of the Atlantic 
Contracting Company?” 

“No, sir, 1 do not.” 

“Did Capt. Green ever bid on any work in this dis- 
trict?” : 

“I have never seen any bid in his name, but I have seen 
his name on bonds in the office. I do not know whether 
he had any thing to do with the Atlantic Contracting 
Company or not.” 

As soon as he received a letter stating that the project 
had been approved Mr. Sterly notified Uapt. Green, and 
also Capt. Carter, 

“Where was Capt. 
Patchogue?” was asked. 

“I have forgotten where he was, but he was away on 
his summer vacation, Some of the telegrams 1 sent Capt, 
Carter were returned undelivered.” 

oe were you instructed to address him?” Col, Barr 
isked, 

“C. O. Montgomery,” was the reply. “I don’t remem- 
ber the place, but it was somewhere in Canada, I was 
instructed by Capt. Carter to so address him.” 

Hvidence was introduced to show that some reluctance 
was shown in giving out specifications to those who asked 
for them; 17 of those who had made written appli- 
cation for specifications on the improvement of Savan- 
nah Harbor, and five who had made oral application, 
were furnished full sets, or three copies, while ten who 
had made written application and two who had made 
oral application had _ received only one copy. 
On the Cumberland Sound work thirteen who 
made written application and five who made oral appli- 
cation received three copies, while twelve who made wme 
ten application and four who had made oral application 
were turnished with only one copy. 

The voluminous correspondence relating to the con- 
tracts of 1892, at Cumberland Sound and in Savannah 
Harbor was read to show that there was too short a 
time between the publication of the advertisements and 
the opening of the bids; that contractors who might have 
bid were delayed by being given only one copy of the 
specifications instead of three; that one copy was sent 
for the purpose of determining by subsequent requests 
who was going to bid prior to the time for opening the 
bids, and that the copies necessary were sent too late to 
give contractors time to make intelligent bids upon the 
work, From this, according to the theory of the prosecu- 
tion, is deduced the further allegation that the proceed- 
ings were so conducted for the benefit of the Atlantic 
Contracting Company. 

“It is true,” Mr. Blair said, “that the Atlantic Con- 
tracting Company had most of the contracts under this 
accused. It also had most of those under Gen, Gillmore 
from 1873 to 1892, and it is just as fair to assume that 
Gen, Gillmore had improper relations with these con- 
tractors, as that this defendant did.” 

Evidence was introduced to show that the time had 
been much shorter between the publication of the ad- 
vertisement and the opening of the bids than was allowed 
by law, and was insuflicient, it is claimed, for the con- 
tractors interested to prepare intelligent bids. 

It was noticed that in one instance, in the case of the 
Savannah Harbor contract for 1892, only one copy of the 
specifications was sent to John I’, Gaynor, president of 
the Atlantic Contracting Company, while three copies 
were sent to a number of the other applicants, 

The contract for improving Cumberland Sound in 1894 
was let to Anson M. Bangs, of New York. In his letter 
recommending that Mr. Bangs be given the contract, 
Capt. Carter stated that his bid was lower than the work 
could be done for, neverthgless he was a responsible 
party, and therefore the recommendation that the con- 
tract be awarded him was made. 

T. J. Agnew testified to the difficulty he had in getting 
copies of specifications. He went three times to the of- 
lice of Capt. Carter to get the copies. He saw Mr. Con- 
nolly each time, but failed to get them. He then wrote 
to Capt. Carter, and received a letter from him, but that 
letter did not contain the copy. He then wrote a second 
letter to Oapt. Carter, telling him he had had a great deal 
of trouble in getting the specifications, and asking him 
to please let him have a copy. He got no reply to this, 
but called at Capt. Carter's office on Saturday and got 
them. He had also made an effort to get them through 
Dr. Brandt, but failed in this, He represented R. WU. 
Ross & Co., of Jacksonville, and put in a bid about five 
minutes before 12 o'clock on the day the bids were to 
be opened. ‘The Gaynors were there. Bd Gaynor of- 
fered him $500 not to bid, but he declined the offer, Gay- 
nor walked over to Capt. Carter’s desk, picked up one 
envelope containing his bid and put down another, Capt. 
Carter was in the room, but was not at his desk. 

When the bids were opened there were three bidders, 
but no bid from the Gaynors or the Atlantic Contracting 
Company. sal 

“And who got the contract?” asked Col. Barr. 

“Bangs & Co., or Mr. Bangs, of New York.” 

Strenuous objections were made to this testimony on 
the ground that the Gaynors were not on trial and that 
irresponsible statements of these parties made out of 
Capt. Carter’s presence, could in no way, bind him, The 
witness stated that none of the conversation with the 
Gaynors occurred in Capt. Carter's hearing or in his 
presence. A precisely similar line of evidence was in- 
troduced with regard to the contracts for improving the 
Altamaha River, Darien Harbor, Jekyl Creek and the 
inside water route to Fernandina. In *ch instance in 
these cases, however, where contractors applied for 
copies of the specifications, three copies were sent. 

Jn cross-examination, Mr. Sterly testified that the ad- 
vertisements were always published just as directed by 
the War Department, date and all, and that in each in- 
stance the regulations had been followed. The advertise- 
ment for the Savannah Harbor contract dated June 6 
was not published until Aug. 18, because the specifica- 
tions had not been returned approved until Aug. 15, and 
the publication took place as soon thereafter as possible. 
The regulation as to the number of publications were 
fully complied with. 

Col. Barr endeavored to prove that dates had been 
changed in advertisements, and that the approval of the 
War Department was merely of the form of the adver- 
tisement and not of the dates. Under Capt. 
from twenty to twenty-four days generally ela be- 
tween the publication of the advertisement and the open- 
ing of the bids. 

. H. Venable, a stone man, who was one of those 
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who testified to having difficulty in getting specificatio 
said: “Il went to the office of Capt. Garter and he want 
over his charts with me, showing me what work was to 
be done and where. He spoke of the three styles of 
mattresses in the specifications, and said they were to 
be built as described. He told me it would require a large 
amount of money to take up the work, and I am not 
certain, but think he said it would require a plant costing 
about $400,000. He gave me information which might 
aid me in making an intelligent bid, and that was the 
way I took it.” tle endeavored to get the specifications 
without its being known, because he knew the members 
of the Atlantic Contracting Company were shrewd busi- 
ness people, and he did not care to have them know any- 
thing about it. He made out a bid but did not put it in, 
and made a contract with the Atlantic Company to fur- 
nish the stone through them, 

Mr. E. R. Conant, a civil engineer, who was examined 
on Saturday, Jan. 29, testified that the mattresses were 
very poorly constructed. He told of Capt. Carter’s hav- 
ing rejected a lot of fascines made for the river work 
near Augusta, and then showing the contractors and the 
workmen how to make a fascine as he wanted it. Mr. 
Conant said his instructions as to choking were explicit, 
Gapt. Carter requiring the fascines to be bound tight 
and with wire. 

On cross-examination, Mr. Conant said Capt. Carter 
told him the upriver work required a different class of 
fascine from that used down the river, because they 
were designed for shore protection and other purposes 
requiring more wood and less light material than those 
used as sill gatherers. The fascines at Augusta were 
fastened with wire instead of tarred rope, because in 
fresh water the wire lasts longer. In salt water the re- 
verse is the case. 

An endeavor was made to show by this witness that 
Capt. Carter had treated Mr. Twiggs, one of the con- 
tractors, more harshly than he did the Atlantic Com- 
pany, compelling them to do _ better work. Mr. 
Conant was sent to take charge of the work 
and take it away from Mr. Twiggs. It was 
shown, however, that Mr. Twiggs had occupied 
considerably more time with the work than the 
contract allowed. He was embarrassed for lack of sutti- 
cient capital and did not employ as many men as he 
should have done. He put in better fascines, however, 
than those at Fernandina. The witness estimated the 
cost of the work at Cumberland Sound at $80,000. The 
amount appropriated for it was $170,000, and the amount 
paid for it on his report $162,000. The fascine made un- 
der the Twiggs contract was more costly and was heav- 
ier than those used in the Cumberland Sound. A differ- 
ent kind of a fascine was needéd, however, up the river 
near Augusta, because of the different conditions. In 
answer to questions by Maj. Stanton, the witness stated 
a seven course mattress built according to specifications, 
with the stone on top of it should be about thirteen feet 
high. As a matter of fact, however, the seven course 
mattresses, with stone, which did go into the works were 
about seven to eight feet high. They were standing well 
the last time he inspected the work, he said. He seemed 
to consider the work well done. 

Mr. Conant, in the continuation of his examination on 
Monday said: “Capt. Carter told me the contractors 
had bid low on the work, lower than it could be done 
for, and that he did not wish them pressed.” 

Capt. Carter, he said; went frequently to the work, 
but did not go on the first trip. He did not go over the 
specifications with him. Col. Barr asked the witness 
why he made an estimate of the cost of that Cumberland 
Sound work under the Bangs contract. Objection was 
made to his answering, but the question was admitted. 
He replied: ““My reason was a personal one. This was 
my first experience in this kind of work, and I wanted to 
find out something about the results. 1 showed the esti- 
mate to the contractors and asked if I had left out any 
important item, My recollection is they told me nothing 
of importance had been left out, that the estimate was a 
fair one, and that I had a very good idea of the work.” 

This contract was carried out by the Atlantic Con- 
tracting Co., with Edward H. Gaynor in charge. His 
estimate was that the work cost $80,000. The bid of Mr. 
Bangs was $162,000. 

In cross-examination Mr. Conant was asked: “Then 
those fascines were so made for the benefit of the Gov- 
ernment and not for anyone else?” 

“T cannot say that,” was the reply. “I think the 
change was for the benefit of the contractors, too. I do 
not know whether Mr, Gaynor, who was in charge of the 
work, heard Capt. Carter’s etatement to me that these 
fascines were of more benefit to the Government or not. 
Ile was near at the time Capt. Carter was talking to 
me about the matter.” 

The point was raised by Col. Barr that the words 
“if satisfactory progress is made,”’ were inserted in type- 
writing after the provision that monthly payments should 
he made, under the Twiggs contract, but it was shown 
that this provision was inserted in all of the contracts. 

Mr, Conant stated that quite a number of fascines like 
those used at Cumberland Sound were used in the bottom 
courses at Augusta. There was also some silting of fas- 
cines near Augusta, The Cumberland Sound fascines he 
did not consider were made quite as carefully as the speci- 
fications required, but he thought there was a full amount 
of material in them, about twice as much as in those 
presented in evidence.

DECISIONS BY THE CONTROLLER. 

The Assistant Controller of the Treasury has made a 
number of decisions this week of interest to the Army 
and Navy. In the cases of Comdr. John McGowan, U. 
8S. N., commanding the Constellation and the Training 
Station at Newport, and Lieut. Comdr. Edward D. Taus- 
sig, U. 8. N., Hydrographic Inspector of the Coast Sur- 
vey, and since Sept. 1, 1897, in temporary command of 
the U. 8S. S. Matchless, he has decided that although 
these officers are in command of ships, they are also and 
chiefly detailed on shore duty and since their ships are 
not engaged in wavigation and their shore duties are 
paramount, they are entitled to only shore duty pay. 

In the case of Capt. J. C. Ayres, O. D., U.S. A., it has 
been decided, in the terms of a previous decision, that 
under the act of Congress of March 2, 1897, that officers 
traveling on duty without troops, are entitled to be reim- 
bursed for parlor and sleeping car fares in addition to 
the four cents per mile allowed for mileage under the 
law, it being held that parlor and sleeping car accommo- 
dations are an essential part of an officer’s transportation 
while on duty. The Controller has also decided that to 
entitle the Government to the right to have the personal 
effects of officers and soldiers carried free as baggage, 
they should be offered and accepted as such, unless an 
agreement is clearly shown that some other arrange- 
ment was made with the carriers, and that an agreement 
to transport the baggage of each person carried does not 
authorize placing the baggage in freight cars and deduct- 
ing the estimated weight from the bill of lading unless 
this is agreed upon with the carrier. 

It has also been decided that men enlisted in the Navy 
on the Atlantic or Pacific Coasts may be discharged at 
any port on the coast where they were enlisted at the 
expiration of their service, and that no enlisted man of 
the Army, Navy or Marine Corps, convicted of fraudu- 
lent enlistment is entitled to pay and allowances appar-

In discussing Representative Hull’s plan for the reor- 
ganization of the Army, Maj. Gen. Miles said: “I think 
it would be very advisable so far as the cavalry is con- 
cerned. With reference to the infantry, it would be 
somewhat doubtful as our regiments are much smaller 
than those of the European armies. In the German and 
Russian armies, their regiments are composed of from 
three to four thousand men, which is about the same as 
a brigade, but has not so many officers.

The Navy Department has under consideration a prop- 
osition for the transfer of the Naval training station 
from Coaster’s Island, in Newport Harbor, to New Lon- 
don. For some time past the officials have believed that 
the institution might be operated to greater advantage 
away from Newport, and the change would give the 
Naval War College the sole possession of the island. At 
New London the Government now has a suitable reserva- 
tion for the use of the apprentices, and while the few 
old buildings erected thereon are not entirely sufficient for 
the accommodation of the boys, not much money would 
be required to place them in condition. 
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POINTS IN MINOR TACTICS.” 


“Points in venga Tactics, ” by Capt. Chas, A. Smylie, 
of the 12th Regt., N. G. N. Y., published by Messrs. D, 
Appleton & Co., Te w York, is a work that every mem- 
ber of the National Guard should possess, It is a com- 
pilation of elementary instruction for the infantry of 
the National Guard, and its 221 pages contain much 
valuable information. The handling of a battalion on 
the march and in the field, as well as the essential prin- 
ciples of military operations, are presented in a clear, 
concise and interesting manner. A number of illustra- 
tions add to the value of the work, There are plates 
showing the disposition of infantry as an advance and 
rear guard on varied ground, as well as plates on out- 
posts, infantry fire tactics, field fortifications, ete. The 
object of the book, as its author says, is to place be- 
tween two covers, as a sequel to the Drill Regulations 
and Guard Manual, some elementary information on 
minor tactics, gathered from a number of authorized 
text books. While acknowledging his indebtedness to 
foreign authorities, Capt. Smylie expresses a particular 
sense of obligation to Major Arthur L. Wagner, U. 8S. 
A., for the use of his standard work, “The Service of 
Security and Information.” 

Capt. Smylie is of opinion that the guardsmen are 
fully capable of preserving order and suppressing riot, 
but he realizes that they have yet much to learn of the 
business of soldiering. He says: “While the troops of the 
Guard throughout the country have occasional field 
days for the larger maneuvers, it is patent to competent 
observers that the details embraced in the minor opera- 
tions of war, as practiced on these occasions, are not 
generally carried out in the proper technical and prac- 
tical way. The operations are performed in a manner 
which would result in disaster in the face of a trained 
enemy. There is a decided lack of discipline, and, above 
all, of fine discipline; while the duties of advance and 
rear guards, reconnoissance and patrolling are apparent- 
ly only half grasped; and it is common to see troops 
lose their heads under circumstances where they ought 
to be under perfect control. If this is the case where 
there is no danger, it is easy to imagine what would 
happen if the men were facing actual fire.” 

To remedy these defects there must be a serious ef- 
fort to fully master the details of soldering and an abso- 
lute maintenance of discipline. “The National Guard,” 
Capt. Smylie goes on to say, “may not be a drilled and 
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disciplined body such as would compare at present with 
the regular army, but it is to a high degree a thinking 
body of men, and can act intelligently when properly di- 
rected. Therefore, it must be remembered that this in- 
telligence will largely make up for any lack of that auto- 
matic obedience which is the result of daily applied dis- 
cipline in the regular army.” This statement is based 
upon the mistaken assumption, so common among Na- 
tional Guardsmen, that they are men of a_ superior 
order of intelligence to the men of the regular army, As 
a matter of fact, Capt. Smylie can take his pick of the 
organized militia of the United States and he cannot 
find among them 25,000 men so capable of acting in- 
telligently and efficiently in an emergency, and especially 
in the emergency of war, as the 25,000 men of our regu- 
Jar army. Our army is composed of a body of men se- 
lected by a thorough process of sifting for their adapta- 
tion to those conditions of discipline, and vigorous and 
prompt action under the excitements of danger, upon 
which the efficiency of an army depends, The experi- 
ence of all of our history, and especially our experience 
with our militia, shows beyond question that no “intelli- 
gence” and “thinking” can ever atone for a want of 
“automatic obedience which is the result of daily ap- 
plied discipline.” While ready at all times to encour- 
age the study of military matters by our Nationa! 
Guard, the “Army and Navy Journal” can never lend 
itself to the encouragement of mistaken opinions as to 
the relative importance of the qualities which in their 
sum total constitute the perfect soldier. Chief of these 
is discipline, and nothing can make good the lack of it. 








The “Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette” says: 
“Much amusement is being expressed here at the fact 
that some wealthy Yankee, by name Bradley Martin, 
whose daughter married Lord Craven a few years ago, 
when at his place in Scotland, Balmacaan, records the 
name of each guest on his or her respective bedroom 
doors, stretching the system so far that even the nursery, 
occupied by Lady Craven’s infant son, age five months’ 
is emblazoned with the inscription ‘Viscount Uffington,’ ’ 
Our contemporary also finds entertainment in the new 
customs law forbidding the introduction into this country 
of seal fur of pelagic origin, It tells of a young French 
nobleman, who was only allowed to land with one dress 
suit, one black morning coat, and what he stood up in.

It will be possible for the Government to purchase ar- 
mor at least below the limit of $300 per ton imposed by 
Congress if the expectations now entertained by ord- 
nance experts are realized as to the ballistic qualities of 
a plate unaer construction at the Carnegie works, This 
plate is being made according to the Chase-Ghantt proc- 
ess. This process does not require such a waste of ma- 
terial as the Harvey process, and is, therefore, much 
cheaper. The plate now being manufactured was origi- 
nally 18 inches thick, but has been forged down to 10 
inches. ‘Lhe chemical and physical tests thus far made 
show that the plate is fully equal to Harveyized armor. 
The plate will be fired at at the Indian Head Proving 
Ground within the next week. 
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UNCLE SAM’S HOMING PIGEON SERVICE, 


he small and dainty carrier pigeon will play an im- 
portant part in the affairs of this nation should it ever 
ugain be plunged into another war. Upon the endurance 

f this bird, its speed and accuracy, will depend the vic- 
tory or defeat of the great strategic movements at sea, 
ind, What is searcely of less importance, the people on 
shore must rely upon the pigeon to bring news of the 
ipproach of the enemy’s fleet and the result of some 
sreat sea fight. There are at present six pigeon sta- 
tions along the coasts, being situated in the principal 
Navy Yards, Portsmouth, N. H.; Boston, Mass.; New- 
port, R. L.; Brooklyn, N. Y.; Norfolk, Va.; Key West, 
I'la,, and Mare Island, Cal. These pigeon cotes are 12 
by 12 feet in size, two stories high, and painted with red 
and white stripes to make them conspicuous from a long 
distance. The lower story is used for breeders only with 
| large aviary attached for their use during the warm 
weather; the upper story is fitted up with nesting boxes, 
drinking fountain, feeding hoppers, and the trap, where 
the youngsters are given their first lesson when they are 
month old, which consists of a series of drills to ac- 
custom them to passing through the bob wires in the trap 
to the cote. 

These bob wires are thick wires suspended from a hori- 

utal bar in the top of the trap and serve as a grating 
for it, and are so arranged that when a bird once passes 
the bobs with a message it cannot escape until the per- 
son in charge removes the message and lets the bird into 
the cote. It is extremely important in the training of 
carrier pigeons for use in the Navy that the birds should 

arn to enter the trap immediately upon their arrival 
ith an important dispatch, pushing the wires aside 
readily in order to enter the trap, the wires falling back 
to place immediately upon the bird’s entrance. Until 
the bird masters this lesson it is useless as a messenger, 
as much valuable time would be lost in securing the mes- 
sige attached to the bird, unless it immediately entered 
the cage, where a sailor is waiting to relieve it of its 
arge, 

The next series of drills are intended to develop the 
pigeons’ staying powers in the air, to strengthen their 
wings, and to enable them to fly long distances without 
being overcome by exhaustion, This js done by means 
of a white flag attached to a long pole. By fluttering 
this among the birds, they are startled into a circling 
flight about the cote, which is kept up as long as the 
trainer see fit. For two months the birds are drilled 
every morning in this manner. At the end of that time 
they are given their first “fly.” The first journey is 
from a point several miles from the cote in a closed bas- 
et where the birds are liberated; this successful- 

accomplished, the distance is increased each flight. 
Whenever flown, a message, secured in an aluminum 
capsule, weighing only eight grains, is attached to each 
bird’s leg, and is secured immediately upon its arrival at 
the cote, 

After a course of training for two months, with an 
average of two flights per week up to fifty miles, they 





are put aboard ships in wicker baskets holding one dozen 
birds each, and liberated ‘at sea at a greater distance 
than they had been tossed previous. It is a rule that the 
pigeons for use in the Navy must, in training, be flown 
constantly over water in order to accustom them to 
it. The cotes are so arranged that when the pigeon returns 
it walks on a small treadle, thereby pressing a button 
which rings an electric bell in the library of the receiv- 
ing ships, at the respective stations, thus announcing its 
arrival to the person in charge of the cote. 

The fact that the Government has at last been induced 
to make use of the pigeon as message bearers from ships 
at sea is attributed to the success of the cote at Annap- 
olis, Md. In these experimental flights, the best long 
distance toss was made by a pigeon which was released 
from the U. 8. 8S. Monongahela when 102 miles off Cape 
Henry, or about 250 miles from the home loft. The 
pigeon was out overnight, and it had about twelve hours 
of daylight from the time of its liberation till its arrival 
at the home loft, thus making an average of about twen- 
ty miles per hour for the 250 miles. In the swiftest 
flight the pigeon was liberated at Norfolk, Va., and ar- 
rived at the home loft three and three-quarter hours 
later, thus making an average of forty miles an hour for 
150 miles. 

The Naval Militia of the various States along the 
coasts are to establish pigeon lofts to co-operate with the 
Government for naval defense, For the purpose of 
training the New York reserves in the use of this valu- 
able adjunct to naval signaling, it is suggested cotes be 
established at the headquarters of the 1st and 2d Bat- 
talions and of the 2d Separate Naval Division. The 
commanding officers of these divisions will be expected 
to make arrangements to forward pigeons by express to 
various vessels, to be released at stated distances with- 
in the radius of flight of each cote. 

The Navy Department has decided to establish Hom- 
ing Pigeon Service in connection with the lighthouse sta- 
tions along the Atlantic, Gulf, and Pacific coasts, the 
radii of the flights to intersect one another, so as to form 
a complete circuit around the coast, by which a message 
starting at Alaska, can be transmitted by means of re- 
lays of carrier pigeons around the United States until 
it arrives at the northeast coast of Maine. 

The State of New York is the first to co-operate with 
the Government in this work, having recently established 
a cote on board the U. S. 8S. New Hampshire, foot 23d 
street, East River, New York City, where there are 
at present twelve pairs of breeders, presented by the 
Navy Department from the cote at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard; also another at Buffalo, N. Y. This will cause a 
spirit of rivalry in flying these birds, between the Naval 
Militia and the naval] lofts in the nearest Navy Yard, 
and the Naval Militia will not rest until they have 
broken some of Uncle Sam’s sea records, though this 
will be very hard to do, especially that of the Brooklyn 
cote, under the management of Mr. Howard Carter, who 
is an expert on the breeding and training of homing 
pigeons, and has his birds in splendid condition for 
breaking all records from the fleet at sea. The longest 
distance flown was from the U. 8. 8S. Texas and U. 8. 8. 
Annapolis, from 150 miles at sea, the speed being thirty- 
two miles an hour, against a strong northeasterly breeze. 
Mr. Carter has made as high as fifty-seven miles from 
shorter distances. He will exhibit twelve of these pigeons 
under his care at the annual Poultry and Pigeon Show, 
to be held at Madison Square Garden, Feb. 1 to 5; also 
some original messages that have been carried from the 
ships at sea to the Brooklyn cote during last summer. 
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MODERN SHIPS AND MODERN SEAMEN. 


The excellent address of Mr. Charles H. Cramp, before 
the Naval War College appears in full in the current 
number of the proceedings of the U. 8. Naval Institute. 
Mr. Cramp holds to the proposition, which cannot be 
well questioned, that “there can be no effective system of 
teaching the art of naval warfare which does not em- 
brace exhaustive study of and consequently close famil- 
iarity with the instrument by which the principles of the 
art are to be carried into force and effect.” “The un- 
varying tendency of naval progress is to exalt the im- 
portance of the naval architect and to augment the value 
of the constructor as a factor in the sum-total of sea 
power.” The building of a modern battleship entails 
enormous work and responsibility on the naval architect, 
constructors and staff and the effective use of her as a 
tool in the trade of war presents an équal variety and 
intricacy of problems. The behavior and performance of 
the units will be as the knowledge and capacity of the 
captains and their staffs; and no extent of skill and ca- 
pacity in the admiral directing the whole can overcome 
or evade the consequences of incapacity and failure on 
the part of a captain commanding a part. As the speed 
of any fleet is that of its slowest ship, so its maneuvering 
power will be limited by its poorest captain, The two 
in combination would destroy the quality of the other 
ships. ‘The experiences of the first general action will 
demonstrate the necessity of having all the battleships 
in a fleet as nearly alike as ossible in size, type and 
capacity of performance. For this reason a multiplica- 
tion of types, as in the English service, is unwise. The 
United States has not yet accumulated an assortment of 
various types, and hence is free to pursue the desirable 
policy of uniformity. 

It is more than probable that fleet or squadron tactics 
may be found to impede efficient action and that ships 
will have to act independently of each other. The ex- 
perience of Trafalgar when the Victory, Termerajre and 
Redoubtable were foul of each other for a considerable 
period, may be repeated. With modern ships this would 
endanger their safety from contact alone and irrespect- 
ive of any execution by theif batteries or torpedoes, This 
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danger from friend and foe alike imposes upon each 
captain responsibilities such as Rodney, Nelson and their 
captains never dreamed of. It does not require the train- . 
ing of a naval tactician to see that a fleet of ten Indianas, 
compact, handy ships, alike in all leading qualities, 
would have the ten divers and unequal battleships of the 
British Mediterranean fleet at an initial disadvantage of 
tremendous effect, and this without taking account of 
individual superiority. The captain of a vessel should 
be able to form on the instant a correct judgment as to 
her points of best behavior in any sea way. As sea ex- 
perience is the only, school in which such problems can 
be worked out, navies of lesser magnitude should con- 
stantly exhaust their means of enabling officers to gain 
sea experience by keeping all ‘their large ships in active 
evolution all the time! Mr. Cramp says here: “The 
captain of the modern battleship finds himself at the 
parting of two roads as soon as he reads his orders and 
breaks his pennant. One road is that of taking things 
easy, relying blindly on subordinates in all the different 
branches of a ship’s economy, accepting trustfully every 
report that may come to him, starting perhaps at a pow- 
der boy and ‘respectfully forwarded’ up throwgh all in- 
termediate ratings and grades. The other road is a hard 
one. I need not describe it in extent, but simply say that 
it is the road of study, vigilance, inspection, supervision, 
insight; in short, actual command in the broadest prac- 
tical sense, in fact as well as in name.” 

“The admiral should know to a nicety the personal 
equation of every captain and the effective individuality 
of every ship. He should know precisely the steering 
quality of every ship at every speed. In a word, the 
admiral should have clearly and definitely in his mind a 
true conception of the coefficient of performance of each 
unit of his command in all situations, and he should be 
able at any time and in any emergency to relate these 
coefficients to each other and to the whole with infalli- 
ble precision. It may be suggested that the schedule of 
requirements just formulated presupposes almost super- 
human capacity in the admiral, both as to range of 
knowledge and accuracy of judgment. If so, the com- 
mand of a fleet of modern battleships, on whose success 
in a campaign the issue of a cause or the fate of a na- 
tign may depend, is of far the greatest and most trying 
trust that can ever in our time, or in the future, be con- 
fided by a people to one man, 

“Not only should a captain be bold enough to exercise 
discretion when his judgment on the spot counsels it, 
but the admiral should be broad enough, not only to tol- 
erate, but to approve such discretion when exercised. 
Perhaps exercise of discretion in such a case is the most 
crucial test to which a subordinate can possibly be sub- 
jected, If our Navy is to be of use as a public defense, 
it must be in constant squadron evolution, whether in 
service on foreign station or training in home waters, Af- 
ter all preparatory courses, academic or post-graduate, 
the one and ultimate school of efficiency is the deck 
itself, and that must be the deck of a ship under way.” 

These are words of wisdom and we commend them to 
the attention of those most concerned.

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The court martial in the case of Capt, O. M, Carter is 
making very slow progress at Savannah, and ‘promises 
to be in session for some weeks to come. In view of its 
importance, not only to those immediately concerned, but 
to the Army as a whole, we give a sufficiently full report 
of the evidence given from day to day to enable each of 
our readers to form his own conclusions as to the drift 
of the testimony, The purpose of that introduced thus 
far is to show that the contractors, represented by Capt. 
Green, formerly of the Engineer Corps of the Army, 
were unduly favored by Capt. Carter, and were allowed 
to use inferior material, greatly to their advantage in the 
way of profit, The evidence will show how far these 
allegations have been sustained. There has been no at- 
tempt thus far to show that Capt, Carter profited person- 
ally by this alleged display of favoritism, and no sufli- 
cient evidence to show that he ordered or countenanced 
any relaxation of the rules of the Corps of Engineers in 
the matter of inspection, etce,, to the injury of the 
Government, There is always a suspicion in the minds 
of contractors that others are favored at their expense, 
and that such favor is gained by the use of money, The 
popular impression in regard to Government officers is 
indicated by the story told of a former head of the Com- 
missary Department when he was an officer on the 
staff of Gen, Sheridan at Chicago, A fellow-member of 
the staff overheard two passengers discussing the offieer 
in question as he was passing on the sidewalk. One of 
them said to the other; “Do you see that old fellow 
there? He ig Commissary on the staff of Gen. Sheridan, 
and I can tell you he is just socking it in.” The evi- 
dence before the Carter court seems to indicate a similar 
estimate of Army officers among contractors and even 
among the civilian employés of the Engineer's Depart- 
ment at Savannah, But suspicions are not facts, nor 
impressions evidence, :

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The bill to authorize the appointment of a military 
storekeeper does not meet with favor in the Quarter- 
master’s Department. The office was abolished for good 
reasons some years ago, and though it is understood that 
the man to be appointed would be promptly retired, he 
would meanwhile keep some one out of a position. How- 
ever worthy the object sought to be accomplished, the 
Army list should not be looked upon as a pension roll for 
deeayed clergymen, as it has been, or for attachés of the 
White House, as it is proposed that it should be. The 
Army suffered sufficiently from that experience in time 
of war; it should be spared it in time of peace, when each 
man counts one in the efficiency of the service. 
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AMERICAN AND FOREIGN ARMOR PLATE. 


Secretary Long and Capt. O'Neill, Chief of the Bu- 
_reau of Ordnance, appeared on Wednesday, before the 
Senate Naval Committee, and made important recom- 
mendations respecting the future course of the Govern- 
ment in dealing with armor manufacturers. They urged 
that premiums be awarded on all plates excelling the 
centract requirements. Capt. O’Neill compared the 
Krupp armor with that manufactured in the United 
States and found the American material the equal if 
not the superior of foreign armor. Capt. O'Neill said: 
The much advertised Krupp plates and English plates 
supposed to have been treated by the Krupp process are 
purely experimental or special plates, and do not, so far 
as can be ascertained, represent service armor, though 
they may result in setting a standard for future manu- 
facture. From published statements, the Krupp plate 
referred to showed unusually good ballistic qualities, 
having successfully withstood the impact of three 12- 
inch armor-piercing projectiles having striking velocities 
of 1,993 feet per second. The plate, according to the 
formula used for computing velocities neessary for the 
perforation of face hardened plates should have been 
perforated by a 712.6-pound (12-in.) projectile, having a 
striking velocity of 1,829 feet per second, whereas it suc- 
cessfully resisted projectiles having 164 feet seconds 
greater velocity. Wake of the three shots perforated the 
plate but from the fact that the back bulge, due to the 
third impact, was three inches high and lightly cracked, 
it would appear that the limits of its resistance had been 
almost reached; its most notable feature was the 
absence of cracks. It is worthy of note that in the test 
referred to the projectiles used were of Krupp’s own 
manufacture, and while no doubt of good quality, it is 
impossible to make a direct comparison with projectiles 
or plates made in this country. 

On May 29, 1897, the Carnegie Steel Company pre- 
sented for test at Indian Head a 12-inch experimentai 
plate of reforged, nickel steel face hardened armor, which 
was attacked with one Holtzer and one Wheeler-Sterling 
12-inch projectile; there were no cracks. The first im- 
pact was with a Holtzer armor-piercing projectile weigh- 
ing 850 pounds with striking velocity of 1,811 feet per 
second, the point of the projectile just striking the back 
bulge, the projectile, which seemed to be a good one, 
broke up; some few fragments got through, but the bulk 
of it fell in front of the plate. The Wheeler-Sterling 
projectile, of 850 pounds weight, was fired with a strik- 
ing velocity of 1,769 feet per second; it smashed on the 
plate, a portion of the head remaining in the impact. By 
the formula this plate should be perforated by a%12-inc 
projectile of 850 pounds, with a velocity of 1,696 feet per 
second, whereas it was just defeated by a velocity of 
1,811 feet per second, that is, 115 feet per second more 
from the normal, while in the ease of the Carnegie plate 
to have been equal to the Krupp plate, should have de- 
feated an 850-pound projectile at 1 sie feet per second; 
it fell short of it by 35 feet per second. The angle of 
impact in the case of the Krupp plate was nine degrees 
form the normal, while in the case of the Carnegie plate 
it was exactly normal; the former plate was slightly 
cracked after three impacts, while the latter showed no 
signs of cracking after two rounds. All in all, it may be 
fairly said that this Carnegie plate is fully as good as 
that of Krupp. In comparing these tests the velocities 
used must not alone be considered, but the striking energy 
due to weight and velocity, as the projectiles used against 
the Carnegie plate weighed 850 pounds as against 712.6 
pounds of Krupp and 714 pounds of Vickers. 

None of these three were service plates; the two former 
are quoted to illustrate the development reached abroad 
with thick plates treated by the Krupp process, and the 
latter that reached in this country, by other means than 
the Krupp process, showing that the difference is slight. 

There is no question but that Krupp armor has been 
and is equal if not superior to the armor of England, 
France, Russia and Austria, but it is equally certain 
that that made in this country has been fully equal to 
any service armor made abroad. 

It is reported that on account of the good showing 
made by Krupp with his 11.8-inch plate, he received a 
contract for armor for the Russian battleship Poltava, 
a vessel of 10,950 tons displacement, carrying a 15.7-inch 
belt and turrets of 10 inches thickness, but the nature of 
the ballistic requirements for this armor are not given. 
From the fact that the Russian armor made in 
this country was not required to withstand as severe 
a test as that made for U. S. vessels, it is reasonable to 
suppose that the test required for the Poltava’s armor 
was not unduly severe. ‘Che price paid for this armor 
was $523.60 per ton and $542.64 per ton, delivered in St. 
Petersburg. 

While our acceptance test is lower than that applied to 
the G-inch Vickers plate, in many instances our plates 
have shown on subsequent attacks that they were capa- 
ble of withstanding much higher velocities of impact 
than those required or than those applied to the Vickers 
plate. Six plates of American manufacture have suc- 
cessfully resisted numerous impacts with velocities of 
1,986 feet per second, and in January, 1897, a Carnegie 
G4Anch plate furnished to test projectiles, received im- 
pacts from thirty-five 6-inch projectiles, the majority of 
them at velocities greater than those required to insure 
perforation of ordinary service plates. The American 
armor makers have acquired the right to use it because 
they wish to bid on foreign contracts. 

My convictions are that the armor manufactured in 
this country is fully equal to the best service armor yet 
manufactured abroad; that the tests as heretofore ap- 
plied had been such as to secure a high standard, and 
that they are more severe than that applied abroad, and 
represent more fully the actual quality of the armor sup- 
plied; that the armor presented in this country would 
have withstood tests considerably more severe than those 
to which it was subjected and that the tests are and 
have been reasonable to the contractors and so drawn 
as to carefully protect the interests of the Government. 
A new table of velocities, making the test more severe, 
will be employed in the future. The new requirements 
will insure armor of as good resisting quality as in use 
in any country. 

While the English firms of John Brown & Co,, Cam- 
mell & Co,, and Vickers, Sons & Co.; the French firm 
St. Chemond, and the American firms the Bethlehem 
Iron Co., and the Carnegie Steel Co., have purchased 
the right of manufacture under the Krupp process, the 
development of that processand its status in this country 
at the present time is not such as to warrant its consider- 
ation in connection with the armor for battleships 7, 8 
and 9. It is reported from abroad that the Krupp pro- 
cess, Which is not patented, will be more costly than the 
Harvey process,

OIL AS FUEL FOR SMALL VESSELS. 


The Board of Naval Engineers which conducted a ser- 
ies of experiments with oil as fuel on the torpedo boat 
Stiletto at New York, report that oil is far superior to 
coal in every way as fuel for small vessels. Chief 
among its advantages are mentioned economy, ease of 
handling, reduced fire room force, absence of waste and 
higher calorific capacity. It was found in actual prac- 
tice that the Stiletto ran twenty-eight miles on one ton 
of coal and 56 miles on one ton of oil. The oil runs from 
the dock into the bunkers and thence to the fire by grav- 
ity alone, needing no handling. A distinct advantage lies 
in the ready removal of the oil-burning appliance where 
oil is unobtainable, permitting the use of coal at any 
time. The Board recommends that the apparatus al- 
ready installed in the Stiletto be continued in use, and 
that similar provisions be made for for utilizing the im- 
proved system in all the other torpedo boats. Additional 
experiments are needed to demonstrate the practical use 
of the liquid fuel on larger vessels, where arrangements 
must be made to carry enormous quantities of crude pe- 
troleum.,

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Recent reports from Mare Isiand Navy Yard indicate 
that when orders are given for the repair of the ships at 
that yard the Department will find some considerable 
difficulty in procuring the men required for the business. 
The Klondike excitement has attracted so many men 
from the coast that it is a question if business will not 
suffer severely the coming summer. 

It is stated at the Navy Department that it will cos! 
fully $11,000 to put in condition the wall built around 
the Naval Hospital property at the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
by the contractor, M. rosnan. U. 8. District Attorne) 
Bennett has served papers on the contractor's bonds 
men for a civil suit to recover $11,000. It is stated that 
instead of having a wall built under the inspection of the 
engineering force, the work was inspected by the sur- 
geons at the hospital. When one of the surgeons was 
seen approaching to inspect the wall a signal was given 
to the laborers and new bricks were laid with good mor 
tar and cement, and the medical officers were thus hood- 
winked. A board of civil engineers appointed to pass 
judgment on the work before final payment was made 
discovered that the wall had been built in a disgraceful 
fashion. Hardly a solid foot of the interior of the wal! 
was found that was not filled with broken bricks, dirt 
and waste, without cement or mortar. 

Describing the arrival of the U. S. S. Maine at Havana 
the New York “Herald” correspondent says: “Being in 
total ignorance of the situation, Capt. Sigsbee had no 
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conception_as to what sort of reception expect. He 
approached the harbor from the westward,"partly for the 
purpose of ing ng the Spanish batteries and watching 
for any hostile demonstration, and partly for the pur- 
pose of displaying the flag and character of the Maine so 
as to give the authorities ashore an opportunity to make 
preparations and avoid a panic, which might have been 
precipitated by the Maine’s sudden entrance. The battle- 
ship was prepared for any emergency.” 

The armored cruiser Brooklyn is under orders to cruise 
among the West India Islands. It is stated at the Navy 
Department that she will not touch the shores of Cuba. 
Her itinerary as far as prepared, is to proceed to St. 
Thomas, thence to Ouracoa, Guayra and Aspinwall. 
On arrival at the latter port she will probably be ordered 
to return to the United States. The gunboat Wilming- 
ton is also now in the West Indies. No orders have been 
sent to the Wilmington thus far for her to proceed to the 
South Atlantic station and there is no intention at pres- 
ent to issue such orders. 

The Italian Naval League has just issued an excellent 
initial number of its organ, “La a Navale.” 

The English Admiralty have recently placed orders for 
five new destroyers of larger dimensions and higher 
speed than those last constructed. 

By a curious coincidence the number of lives lost at sea 
during 1896 in British merchant ships is returned as ex- 
actly 1,89 

Two French torpedo boats collided during the night 
maneuvers off the Algerian codst aud No. 133 sank in 
100 fathoms of water. The crew were saved, though the 
vessel went down in four minutes, but a sailor was se- 
riously injured. Four torpedo boats were taking part in 
the maneuvers and showed no lights. They were steer- 
ing about 200 yards apart in diamond formation, the one 
which was sunk Loge J ahead. No. 133 is said to have 
signaled _by whistle that she was turning to starboard 
but the Doudart de Legree, which was on that side, dic 
not apparently hear, and continued on her course until 
she struck No, 133. 

Altogether 85 vessels are in course of construction for 
the French navy. Of these 20, which have not yet been 
commenced, will be put in hand in the course of this 
year. 

The price at which the armor manufacturing com- 
panies fave agreed to furnish the Government with ar- 
mor for the battleships Alabama, Lllinois and Wiscon- 
sin is understood to be considerably less than $400 per 
ton. In submitting their proposition to the Department 
for supplying armor the companies are understood to 
have agreed to put into the armor all the nickel neces- 
sary, usually costing about $22 a ton. Heretofore the 
Government has supplied the nickel. It is hoped that 
Congress will accept the new proposals and authorize 
Secretary Long to make the necessary contracts. The 
armor companies have secured the right to manufacture 
armor by the Krupp process, which hag given such won- 
derful results abroad. Congress should act promptly in 
the ‘matter and authorize contracts for armor without 
delay. ; 

“Casalier’s Magazine” calls attention to the fact that 
with a turret 15 feet in diameter the least movement 
possible with steam machinery, calculated on the rim of 
the turret, is four inches, while actual tests on one of 
the warships of the United States several months ago 
showed that with electric turning gear a turret of the 
same diameter could be moved—that is, started and 
stopped again—twenty-nine times in one inch. The pro- 
portion between steam and electricity, therefore, in eli- 
cacy of movement in this Instance is four times 29, or 
116 times as great. 

The Spanish Government, by way of returning the 
compliment of the Maine’s visit to Havana, is under- 
stood to be preparing to send the armored cruiser Viz- 
caya to some United States port, and arrangements are 
being made to send a gunboat from Havana to New- 
port News to be docked, and three of the Spanish squad- 
ron in Cuban waters to the Erie Basin for repairs. That 
this is but a silly subterfuge is seen when it is recalled 
that Spanish warships have visited United States ports 
since the beginning of the Cuban War. 

The U. 8S. S. Charleston, under repairs at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, is nearing completion, but no ideas 
have as yet been expressed as to her destination. In 
many respects this ship will be in better condition for 
service than at any period of her active career. Several 
important changes have been carried out in accordance 
with the recommendations of the Board of Survey. 

Letters recently received from Chemulpo tell of the 
hard winter the Boston is experiencing there. This ship 
has been guarding American interests at that far-away 
port since early last fall, and the duty is anything but 
pleasant. Much ice has been interfering with the com- 
fort of the ship, and the winter has been one of the 
most severe for many years. The family of Capt. 
Wildes, of the Boston, has been in Chemulpo all winter, 
un oeeasional visit to Seoul breaking the monotony of 
aun otherwise dreary winter. 


The U. S. 8S. Petrel, now on the Asiatic station, has 
been South as far as Canton since last fall, and has had 
some exceptionally pleasant experiences during the win- 
ter. Hospitality is the leading weakness of the English 
speaking population of that part of the station, and the 
l’etrel has been able to reciprocate in kind to the fullest 
extent. Hong Kong and Canton are great favorites with 
our officers, especially in the winter, and the feeling of 
reciprocity has never been stronger than just at the pres- 
cnt time between Americans and Englishmen. 


According to advices from Louisville, Ky., Miss Chris- 
tine Bradley, daughter of the Governor, who is to chris- 
ien the battleship Kentucky, has decided to avoid spirit- 
ious liquors in Cocnhine the proverbial bottle over the 
how, and crystal water will take the place of sparkling 
wine or spirits.

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DESERTIONS AMONG YOUNG OFFICERS EX- 
PLAINED. 


(From the Kansas City Times, Jan. 27.) 

Among some of the brightest officers in the service are 
those promoted from the ranks. A number of them have 
gained distinction in the service and others are on the 
road to like suecess. Because a number of such appoin- 
tees have deserted it is no reflection upon those who re- 
main true to their obligations, but it is something re- 
markable that out of nine officers who have been dropped 
from the rolls of the Army within ten years, eight should 
be from the ranks, as follows: John J. Shaw, 6th Inf., 
appointed from 1st Sergeant, Co. C, 6th Inf., June 24, 
1880; dropped May 9, 1887. Harry F. Bateman, 10th 
Inf., appointed from Sergeant Major, 8th Cav., under 
the name of “Harry Fletcher,” Oct, 22, 1886; dropped 
March 2, 1889. William D. Wright, Signal Corps, ap- 
pointed from Sergeant, Signal Corps, Jan. 27, i 2} 
dropped April 28, 1890. B. 8S. Wever, 1st Inf., graduate 
from West Point in 1880; dropped Sept. 10, 1891. 
Thomas J. Watkins, 11th Inf., appointed from Ist Ser- 
geant, Battery C, 3d Art., Dec. 3, 1881; dropped Feb. 
27, 1891. Philip Hawley, 16th Inf., appointed from Cor- 
poral, Co. H, 16th Inf., Jan. 5, 1891; dropped June 10, 
1892. Warren B. Fox, 10th Inf., appointed from Ser- 
geant, Co, A, 20th Inf., Nov. 19, 1892; dropped Sept, 15, 
1892. Lieut. Charles E, Hays, 18th Inf., appointed from 
Corporal, Co, F, 18th Inf. This officer is supposed to be 
in Cuba, where he joined the insurgent forces. He de- 
serted his command last year, and date is not at hand. 
Lieut. Joseph Dripps, 8th Inf., appointed from Sergeant, 
Troop D, 8th Cav., March 5, 1896. He has been absent 
from his command for ten days and is supposed to have 
deserted. 

In every case of desertion, financial embarrassment 
was the cause. These young men, upon being commis- 
sioned, are required to provide themselves with a uni- 
form, and where they have no means, borrow money at 
an extortionate rate of interest, selling themselves to 
their creditors into financial slavery. Instead of living 
within their means, they use up all of their salary for 
current expenses and the result is a court martial stares 
them in the face, and rather than meet disgrace by slow 
punishment they desert. If some method were provided 
by the Government to aid the poor young man who se- 
cures a commission to supply his uniform without re- 
quiring him to hypothecate his pay a year in advance, 
these desertions would in most instances have been 
avoided. Much also depends upon the earlier training of 
these young men. A number of them, though poor, have 
succeeded, by living within their means, to meet the 
newer conditions in life, and have been able to withstand 
the temptations that generally follow those who have not 
been in the habit of living in abundance nor knew the 
pangs of want. Lieut. Dripps presents just such a case. 
‘The young officer stood very high among the number of 
young men who were commissioned at the same time. 
Without means he was compelled to borrow a large sum 
of money. It is said he gave a note for $1,000 to cover 
a loan of $750, being 10 per cent, interest, and gave as 
security his insurance policy of $1,000 on the New York 
Life. With the loan he secured his ‘‘outfit” required as 
a commissioned officer. Living beyond his means brought 
him to the alternative of standing trial or desertion. The 
Government is to some extent responsible.

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SMUGGLING WHISKY IN MUSKETS. 

In his story of “Grant’s Life in the West,” in the Jan- 
uary number of the “Midland Monthly,” John W. Emer- 
son tells how Grant, when serving with his volunteer 
command as Colonel of the 21st Illinois, dealt with the 
whisky difficulty which demoralized his men in Missouri 
when distilleries were numerous and whisky twenty cents 
a gallon. The introduction of whisky into camp was 
forbidden and when the men returned from a_ scout 
their canteens were examined to see that they brought 
nothing to drink with them. Yet the number of drunken 
men in the guard-house showed that whisky was plenty 
in camp. How it was brought into camp was a mystery, 
until one evening while a platoon was returning from a 
scout in the country, Col. Grant noticed one of the men 
as he came past, a little unsteady on his legs, and as 
he walked along he placed the nipple of his gun to his 
lips. Grant halted the company, brought them to face 
and salute; then he stepped up to the men for a closer 
inspection, and when this man presented his gun, the 
Colonel saw some liquid dripping from it, and noticed 
an odor fresh from the still, It did not take long for an 
old West Pointer to comprehend the situation. He found 
that nearly half the muskets were full of the “enemy,” 
as the men were wont to —- speak of the article 
on their scouting forays. t was easy to place a small 
bit of rubber over the nipple, and stop the muzzle with 
a piece of corn cob, and each old musket would hold 
enough to demoralize several men. 

The offenders were promptly sent to the guard-house, 
without their evening rations, and the officers were repri- 
manded, Orders were issued an hour later for that com- 
pany to start next morning at six o’clock to march ten 
miles to a mill which they were to reach precisely at ten 
o'clock, “without any straggling, or entering any house,” 
and “attack the enemy without regard to numbers.” 
The Captain in command was given sealed orders which 
he was to open on arrival at destination. The sealed or- 
ders, when opened, directed the force to return by an- 
other route, a mile or two longer, and report at head- 
quarters precisely at two o'clock! When the little force, 
wet with perspiration and covered with dust, drew up 
exactly on time before Col. Grant’s tent, and his Adju- 
tunt went along the line and carefully “inspected arms,” 
and Col. Grant, with a peculiar twinkle in his eye, asked 
the Captain if he had “met the enemy,” they realized 
that their hard march of over twenty miles in eight 
hours, without a ration, meant “discipline” for the breach 
of discipline.

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FUTURE OF THE STEAM TURBINE, 

The European edition of the ‘‘Herald” announces that 
the Russian Government has ordered several thirty-eight 
knot boats propelled by turbine motors, and by instrue- 
tive comparisons shows that the application of the tur- 
bine system “enables a thing to be done which was 
hitherto thought impossible.” The Turbinia developed 
eighty-three and a half horse power per ton of all ma- 
chinery, and five hundred and eighty-five horse power 
per ton of engine, as opposed to nine and a half and 
twenty-seven horse power respectively produced by the 
latest battleships. The economy of the system is equally 
marked in steam consumption. 








The French Chamber of Deputies, Jan. 21, adopted the 
bill providing for the demolition of the Paris fortifications 
between Point du Jour and Pantin. 


FORTUNATE CAPT. SIGSBEE. 


Capt. Sigsbee, the commander of the battleship Maine, 
has been envied by every Captain in the service since 
he became so prominent as the officer selected to take the 
first American man-of@mar to Havana that had visited 
the port for at least th years. Capt.gSigsbee was only 
recently on duty here in charge of the Hydrographic 
Office. He is a broad-minded officer, interested not only 
in the profession of which he has been a creditable mem- 
ber, but reaching out into affairs in which naval officers 
may properly be concerned without loss of efficiency. 
For many years he has been a confident promoter of a 
printing machine that casts and composes movable types 
in a most ingenious way, and with other promoters of 
this machine he is confident that it will yet prove as 
profitable as it is wonderful. His career in the Navy 
began at the Annapolis Academy in 1859, and upon his 
graduation he went into service when there was fighting 
to be done. With Farragut he was at Mobile in 1864, 
at the passing of Forts Morgan and Gaines, and he was 
at Fort Fisher when that work was taken and the city 
of Wilmington fell into the hands of the Federal forces. 
His manner is not that of a man who would seek trouble 
unnecessarily, but those who have known him in the ser- 
vice say that his authority is felt by everybody over whom 
he has command, that he always has a “strict ship,’ and 
therefore a good ship without provoking any remarks 
about martinets or “fussers.” His character is never dis- 
cussed here, nowadays, without reference to his decision 
in the East River to run down a dock rather than sink 
a steamboat, an action that has commanded the approval 
of the public just as it met with the approbation of the 
naval authorities who were required to investigate and 
report upon the circumstances. The Captain is not a 
heroic figure, but is a rather short, compact man of wiry 
frame, dark hair and complexion, and quiet manners.— 
New York Times.

A STAUNCH TORPEDO BOAT. 

Lieut. J. B. Bernadou, U. S. N., commanding the tor- 
pedo boat Winslow, has rendered this report to the De- 
partment, regarding the behavior of his vessel during the 
storm of last week, and the rescue of two men who had 
been cast adrift in a scow without food: 

“In obedience to telegraphic instructions, I have the 
honor to submit the following report upon the passage of 
the Winslow trom Newport, R. 1., to the Breakwater, at 
Lewes, Del., where she arrived at 6 p. m., Jan. 27, aiter 
having been 57 hours at sea: 

“Lhe Winslow completed taking on board her torpedo 
outfit the afternoon of Monday, Jan. 24. For three days 
previous, stiff northwesterly winds had prevailed, which 
decreased in force on Monday when the weather became 
fair. As all indications that I was able to obtain were 
favorable, 1 decided to make the trip from Newport to 
Norfolk direct. 

“The weather remained exceptionally fine during the 
run from Newport to the latitude of New York, upon 
reaching which a slight rain began to fall, the wind 
veering gradually to the southward and eastward around 
to the northward and westward, and the sea increasing 
somewhat. At this time, about 5 p. m., 1 observed two 
very large scows apparently abandoned toward which | 
headed to ascertain if there were any persons on board 
of them. I soon saw three lights on the scow first ap- 
proached, together with signals to attract attention. 
Upon running under her lee, lL perceived two men whom 
1 hailed and asked if they wished to be taken off, to 
which they replied in the atlirmative. I therefore ran as 
close to as 1 dared, put the metallic life boat over and 
seut Ensign Worth Bagley, Chief Gunner’s Mate G. P. 
Brady and Water Tender W. S. O’Hearn alongside. The 
boat returned safely, bringing M. A. Mataason and Carl 
llendrickson, mariners. 

“These men stated that they had been employed by the 
bk. H. Fenner Dredging Co., at work upon improvements 
in New York Harbor, under contract with the Govern- 
meut. Two scows loaded with mud had been sent to 
sea Monday morning under tow of Moran’s tug Wallace, 
to be dumped off Sandy Hook. After dumpiag at sea, 
the weather became bad and the tug was unable to tow 
the barges in. At about 4 p. m., she hailed another tug, 
which came alongside, but whose aid was not taken. 
About 7 p. m., of the same day, the tow line either part- 
ed or was cast off and the tug proceeded towards shore 
without signalling to the scows, which, the men state, 
were thus abandoned, 

“The two men were thus left adrift from the afternoon 
of Sunday, Jan. 23, until the evening of Tuesday, Jan. 
25, and had been for a day without food. At the time of 
the tug’s departure, the scows were in sight of Rock- 
away Beach, but had drifted to the southward and east- 
ward and were about 5U miles from New York when 
sighted by the Winslow. As the men informed me that 
there was no one on the second scow, I did not approach 
it, but continued on my way. 

“At this time the wind became suddenly stronger, the 
barometer began to fall, and a driving rain set in. With- 
in two hours after leaving the scows a strong gale was 
blowing, into which the Winslow was forced without 
much difficulty, and proceeded on her course. The sea 
soon became so high that 1 did not deem it advisable to 
further strain the vessel on account of her lightness of 
build. I therefore steamed slowly, heading against wind 
and sea, which were continually increasing. The vessel 
behaved very well, proving herself a good sea boat and 
tuking but little water aboard. As the gale became vio- 
lent Wednesday morning, as more than half the coal 
supply had been consumed, and as the vessel was making 
no headway, 1 decided to put over the sea anchor and 
save coal until a favorable epportunity should present 
itself for running into land, the nearest point of which, 
Delaware Breakwater, was estimated to be distant about 
60 miles. The violence of the sea prevented any exact 
determination of the vessel’s movements, but I was en- 
abled to gauge her position by the use of the deep sea 
lead. 

“The sea anchor was put over without difficulty and 
for fifteen hours the Winslow rode out the gale rolling 
heavily but laboring far less than when under steam. I 
had oil bags prepared and ready to put under her bows, 
but the Winslow behaved so well and shipped so little 
water that I decided not to use them. With the sea an- 
chor out, the crew, who were greatly fatigued, were en- 
abled to secure a night’s rest. On Thursday morning 
the wind lessened and the barometer rose gradually. 
therefore took in the sea anchor and steamed in towards 
land. The vessel made little headway at first while the 
wind remained fresh from the northwest but gained as 
wind and sea fell and the land afforded a lee. The rest 
of the passage was accomplished without difficulty a 
sight showing the latitude to be that of the Delaware 
fSreakwater where I arrived, after steaming SO miles, at 
7 p. m., of the 27th. 

“The Winslow proved herself to be an excellent sea 
boat, fully capable of riding out a heavy gale. I felt 
considerable apprehension as to whether the machinery 
would hold out or the hull suffer from the violent mo- 
tion to which she was subjected. In both these respects 





the vessel prov@d staunch. In view of the limited supply 
of coal and provisions carried, the position of a torpedo 
boat exposed to heavy weather on our Atlantic coast jp 
an off shore gale must be regarded as a perilous one, yet 
the Winslow has proved sutfliciently seaworthy to stand 
the severe test to which she has been subjected. It js 
my intention to coal at this port and pr to Norfolk, 
Va., for necessary minor repairs. hile at New York 
the Winslow’s bow touched a spile at the ordnance dock 
as the result of which the stem and bow plates for a dis- 
tance of about one foot back of the stem are slightly 
bent, and I wish to have them straightened. 

“The health of the Winslow’s crew has remained ex- 
cellent, although all were much fatigued by the excessive 
motion and vibration, while the deck force were wet 
through almost continually. I feel that I am much ijp- 
debted to Ensign Bagley for his efficient aid as well as 
good judgment displayed by him; to G. P. Brady, C. G, 
M., for his skilful handling of the sea anchor; to T. (, 
Cooney and Hans Johnsen, chief machinists, for main- 
taining delicate and untried machinery in good condition 
during the long period of heavy strain as well as for 
their economical employment of water and coal as a re. 
sult of which this vessel reached the Breakwater with 
eight tons of coal in her bunkers out of 35 tons original- 
ly taken to sea and to all the Winslow’s crew for their 
intelligence, pluck and endurance.” 





ARMY WEDDING AT FORT GRANT, 


The 18th of January was a day long to be remem- 
bered by the garrison at Fort Grant, Ariz., because of 
the marriage of Lieut. Edward Leonard King and Miss 
Nancy, the charming daughter of Col. and Mrs, EB.

An event of this nature is so rare at this faraway sta- 
tion, that the portion of the garrison “along the line” 
was in almost feverish excitement, and there was a 
marked eagerness on the part of everybody to add some- 
thing to the preparations for the notable occasion. 

For tive days the wires between Forts Grant and 
Apache and the intermediate stations were kept in oper- 
ation, to make sure of the location, from day to day, of 
the officiating clergyman, Chaplain Charles C. Pierce, 
who, by permission of the War Department, had left his 
station at Apache, during a blinding snowstorm and was 
wending his way, on horseback, and with military and 
Indian escort, over the mountains, to lend his service to

It was fitting that the chapel, which has recently been 
reconstructed and beautified, should be opened for the 
first time after its rehabilitation to receive so brilliant 
an assemblage and to witness so sacred a service.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 

The Senate considered and passed without much dis- 
cussion on Jan. 31 the Army appropriation bill. The 
Senate agreed to the amendment reported by the Appro- 
priations Committee increasing the appropriation for 
clerks and messengers at the Headquarters of the Army 
and the several Department Headquarters by 86,900, 
Another amendment was adopted fixing the pay of Day- 
master’s clerks at $1,400 each. The Senate agreed to 
the amendment reported by the committee relating tu 
the mileage of officers as follows: “For mileage to ofti- 
cers when authorized by law, $80,000: Provided, That 
hereafter the maximum sum to be allowed and paid te 
any officer of the Army shall be 4 cents per mile, the dis 
tance te be computed over the shortest usually traveled 
routes: Provided further, That officers who, by reason of 
the decision of the accounting officers of the Treasury, 
have been compelled to pay from their own means one- 
half of the cost of their travel fare over railroads known 
as 50 per cent, railroads, shall be reimbursed the same 
by the Pay Department, and Paymasters against whom 
disallowances have been made by the accounting officers 
of the Treasury under such dedden shall have the 
amounts so disallowed passed to their credit.” 

Senator Quay announced that the amendment was 
tentative in character and would be changed in confer- 
ence, The Senate also adopted the amendment providing 
that all the money appropriated for the pay of the Army, 
“except the appropriation for mileage to officers when 
authorized by law,” should be disbursed and accounted 
for by the Pay Department. An amendment was adopt- 
ed under the cub bead of Transportation of the Army 
and its supplies, so as to make the provision include 
“officers traveling on public duty without troops.” Upon 
the motion of Senator Hawley, the salary of the chief 
clerk of Army Headquarters, Mr. J. B. Morton, was in- 
creased to $1,800 per annum. The Senate refused to 
adopt an amendment providing that $100,000 of the ap- 
propriation for barracks, etc., should be used for the 
erection of permanent buildings at Fort Meade, 8, D. 

The House Committee on the Whole favorably report- 
ed and the House passed the Senate act granting a pen- 
sion to the widow of Acting Asst. Surg. B. F. Burgess, 
U. 8S. A., and the House bill granting a pension te the 
widow of Lieut. Col. R. E .Cross. 

Representative Lorimer has introduced a bill authoriz- 
ing the placing of the name of Joseph Hooker Wood up- 
on the retired list of the Army, with the rank of Lieu- 
tenant of cavalry. A similar bill has been introduced in 
the Senate by Senator Mason, 

Senator Kyle has filed in the Senate the joint resolu- 
tion passed by the Legislature of the State of South 
Dakota praying that Congress make Fort Meade a per- 
manent military reservation. 

The Senate agreed on Jan. 31 to the printing of the 
Bunce Board report relative to dry docks. 

Senator Penrose has introduced a bill (S, 3498) au- 
thorizing and directing the Secretary of War to issue 
medals of honor to the 130 living officers and soldiers 
of the five companies from Pennsylvania who were the 
first to reach Washington City for its defense on the 
18th day of April, 1861. 

Representative Stark has introduced a joint resolu- 
tion authorizing the Secretary of War to exchange bat- 
tery and equipments with the Governor of Nebraska. 

Reprenemtative Steele has filed a petition with the 
House signed by Col. G. W. Gunder and Cant, F. D. 
Ballou, of Marion, Ind., asking to have the appropria- 
tion for the militia increased. 

Senator Hansbrough has introduced a joint resolution 
granting permission to officers of the Army and Navy of 
the United States to wear the badge adopted by the As- 
sociation of Military Surgeons of the United States. 

The Fortifications Appropriation bill was reported to 
the House on Saturday. t carries $4,144,912 against 
estimates made by the War Department of $13,378,571. 
The amounts allowed by the bill for the main items are 
as follows:

In the detailed item for armament are $289,000 for 
large coast-defense guns, $424,000 for gun carriages, 
$182,720 for breech-loading mortars, $391,000 for a re- 
serve supply of powder and projectiles, and $208,060 
for rapid-fire guns. Provision is made that the arma- 
ment shall be of American manufacture, except when it 
is to the manifest interest of the Government to pur- 
chase limited quantities abroad. 

Some discussion concerning the right of Representative 
Steele to adversely discuss the bill for the restoration of 
ex-Cadet Engineer James ©. Palmer, who was dis- 











charged in accordance with the act of Ane 5, 1882, fol- 


lowed the granting of permission by the House on Jan. 
28 for the consideration of the measure. The bill was 
finally withdrawn by Representative Butler, who had 
charge of it. During the discussion Representative Loud 
said: “I shall not object to the passage of the bill; but 
I wish to call attention to the fact that a great many 
eadets have been dismissed from the service in just the 
same way that this cadet has been dismissed; and the 
assage of this bill will simply open the door to putting 
~ all the rest of them. erhaps they ought to be put 
back; but if so, why not prepare and introduce a bill 
which will do that, and in that way benefit the service 
more than by action in this way on a single case?” 

The Military Academy Appropriation bill was agreed 
to on Monday by the sub-committee of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. It carries a total of $460,140 
against estimates made by the Department of $640,310. 
It is also a decrease of $19,432 from last year’s appropri- 
ation. The only important additional item over last year 
is $20,000 for a new dock ‘to replace the old one at 
West Point. The Secretary of War called for $70,000 
for a new library, but the sub-committee rejected it. — 

Like many narrow-minded men who reside in the in- 
terior of the United States, Senator Pettigrew does not 
believe in the extension of the American domain, nor a 
Navy. The following resolution is a good indication” of 
the character of the man: “Resolved, That it is contrary 
to the interest, policy and tradition of the people of the 
United States to acquire any territory so situated as to 
require a navy to protect it.” J 

The following bills have been favorably reported in 
the Senate: Extending to the officers, warrant officers, 
vetty officers, seamen and others, and marines, of the U. 
ey N., namely, the provisions of the joint resolution ap- 
proved July 12, 1862, and the act approved March 3, 
1863, and the joint resolution approved May 2, 1896, And 
the sum of $5,000appropriated forthe purpose of carrying 
this resolution into effect: Provided, That the Secretary 
of the Navy shall be charged with the distribution of 
rosettes and ribbons to the officers and others of the 
Navy who may receive the medal of honor; granting to 
the State of Kansas the abandoned Fort Hays Military 
Reservation; bill for the establishment, control and main- 
tenance of the Northern Branch of the National Home 
for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers at Hot Springs, 8S. D.; 
bill providing that the pension of a beneficiary of the 
Naval Home at Philadelphia shall have his pension, so 
long only as he remains a beneficiary of the home, be 
deducted from his accounts for the benefit of the Naval 
pension fund; if admitted to a Naval hospital, for the 
benefit of the Naval Hospital fund. : 

Senator Gallinger has adversely reported the Senate 
resolution to increase pensions: “allowed at a lower rate 
then ten dollars per month to that amount to be increased 
to a large amount per month whenever the evidence sub- 
mitted shall warrant such increase.” 

Senator BPlkins has introduced an amendment to the 
District of Columbia appropriation bill providing that 
the pay of the officers of the Engineer Corps of the U, 8. 
A. be detailed as assistants to the Engineer Commission- 
er of the District of Columbia shall hereafter be at the 
rate of $4,000. z

The House Committee on Invalid Pensions has sub- 
mitted an adverse report on the bill to place the name of 
Frank W. Flanner, late Captain in the Army and Acting 
Master in the Navy, on the pension roll. 

On account of the increased work incident to the pub- 
lication of Records of the Rebellion, the House has in 
eluded a provision in the Legislative, Executive and Ju- 
dicial bill for the appointment of a number of clerks. The 
same bill carries an appropriation for completing a series 
of charts of the Hawaiian Islands. : 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has made 
an adverse report on the bill to extend the boundaries of 
Fort Thomas, Ky. 

Secretaryof the Treasury Gage has forwarded a letter 
to Congress recommending that all moneys received from 
the sale of maps, charts and other publications of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey and the Hydrographic of the 
Navy Department be paid into the Treasury to be used 
in the further preparation and publication of the charts. 

Senator Perkins purposes to amend the naval appro- 
priation bill so to allow the Government to contract for 
twenty years for docking vessels at San Francisco on a 
steel floating dry dock of the pattern known as the Clark 
and Stanfield model, paying $00,000 for the use of the 
dock, 100 days in each year. 

Senator Hawley has introduced an amendment intend- 
ed to be proposed to the bill making appropriations for 
the sundry civil expenses of the Government providing 
for the purchase of machine guns, small arms caliber, of 
American manufacture, for the use of the vessels of the 
Revenue Cutter Service and appropriating $20,000 there- 
for. It is said at the Navy Department that there is no 
intention to supply Revenue cutters with 8-inch guns; 
that a few of the smaller guns have been loaned to that 
service, and a few others may be loaned if a request is 
made for them. Senator Hawley has also introduced an 
amendment which he intends to make to the fortifica- 
tions bill providing “for the purchase of the patent of 
Gregory Gerdom for a gas check for breech-loading guns 
and appropriating $22,000 therefor.” 

Senator Lodge introduced on Thursday a bill to pen- 
sion Bvt. Lieut. Col. Amos Webster. 

Mr. Bartholdi has introduced a bill, H. R. 7400, to .ap- 
point 1st Lieut. David D. Johnson, U. 8S. A., retired, a 
Captain on the retired list. 

Mr. Brownwell has introduced a_ bill, H. R. 6658, 
which provides “that all persons employed upon public 
works of engineering entrusted to the Engineer Depart- 
ment, excepting such as may be in the employ of con- 
tractors, shall be selected and hired by the officer of the 
Corps of Engineers in local charge of those works, sub- 
ject to such regulations as may from time to time be 
established by the Chief of Engineers and approved by 
the Secretary of War, in order that each officer may be 
held to a strict responsibility for the proper execution 
of the work in his charge.” 

Under instructions of the Senate an omnibus bill has 
been prepared appropriating $9,765,823 to pay merito- 
rious claims, a majority of which have been allowed in 
bills passing either the Senate or siouse in previous 
years, 

Another attempt was made on Feb. 2 to pass the bill to 
appoint ex-Naval Cadet T. D. Parker to the Navy as an 
Assistant Engineer, but the attempt failed. 

There has as yet been no meeting of the conferees on 
the Army appropriation bill. At the request of Repre- 
sentative Hull, the House disagreed in the Senate amend- 
ments and he and Representatives Marsh and Cox were 
named as the conferees on the part of the House. 
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Congress has received a petition from the Society of 
the Colonial Wars to allow officers and enlisted men to 
wear the insignia of the order on occasions of ceremony. 


The Naval Militia of the Lakes are making an earnest 
effort to have Congress authorize the construction of a 
menos sete the place of the U. 8. S. Michigan 
on the kesé Petitions are being received by Congress 
from the various lake organizations, and it is proposed 
by the Lake Congressmen to do all in their power to 
secure an appropriation for build.ug a vessel as desired. 


It is understood that Representative Hilborn will short- 
ly introduce a resolution in the House providing for the 
appointment of a commission to investigate the small 
arms of the two services and to endeavor to bring about 
a uniformity of caliber. Representative Hull and Repre- 
sentative Hilborn in their recent conferences have com- 
mented upon the fact that the land and sea forces are 
armed with different kinds of weapons, of different cali- 
bers, and that if they were to act in concert, there could 
be no interchange of ammunition. These gentlemen 
consider that the condition of affairs should be rectified 
without delay. Before taking final action in the matter 
Mr. Hull proposed to confer with the Department offi- 
cials and discuss the entire subject with them. It is 
very probable that he will support the resolution which 
Mr. Hilborn proposes to introduce and as the measure 
will not require any appropriation at first it is believed 
that the House will adopt it. Up to the present time, 
the Navy Department has contracted for 15,000 Lee 
rifles of .236 caliber. The Army is equipped with the 
Krag-Jorgenson rifle, that arm having been adopted as 
a result of an exhaustive test by a board of small arms 
experts some years ago. The Lee rifle was also adopted 
by the Navy after an exhaustive trial by a board ap- 
er for the purpose. e sentiment among mem- 
vers of the committees seems to be in favor of a caliber 
more nearly the size of the Army on the ground that re- 
ports of operations abroad show that the small bullet 
has not the “stopping” effect which is so desirable in ac- 
tion. The Army gun should be adopted for the Navy, 
as it should have been in the first instance. It is proper 
that the Navy should follow the lead of the Army in 
such matters as this so as to secure uniformity. 





The National Guard of the United States will probably 
be delighted to learn that the House Militia Committee 
has thns early in the session completed its consideration 
of she bill to promote the efficiency of the militia and has 
directed Chairman Marsh to make a favorable report 
thereon to the House. The Committee changed the bill 
from that reported during the last Congress in some 
minor details, and amended Section 10 which has 
aroused the apprehension of the States’ rights’ men so as 
to provide that “whenever the United States are invaded 
or are in imminent danger of invasion from any foreign 
nation or Indian tribe or of rebellion against authority 
of the Government of the United States, it shall be law- 
ful for the President to call forth the militia and to issue 
his orders for that purpose to such officers of the mili- 
tia as he may think proper.” The bill as drawn author- 
ized the President to do this when be deemed it necessary. 
The change is in phraseology only. fer it is well estab- 
lished that the President is the sole judge of the exist- 
ence of the emergency provided against, and there is 
no power anywhere to review his decision. Representative 
Marsh said to the “Journal” correspondent that he was 
very proud of the promptness displayed by his Committee 
in disposing of the Militia bill. “I propose,” he contin- 
ued, “to make my report on the bill in a few days. That 
report will be an argument in support of the bill, and 
the measure when it is brought up in the House will be 
supported, not only by the Republican members of the 
(ommittee but by the Democratic members as well. 
Let me call your attention to the fact that the bill was 
unanimously reported, and the members of the Committee 
by their action in voting for. it in the Committee have 
bound themselves to take similar action in the House. I 
think the outlook for the passage of the bill during the 
present Congress is excellent.” 





We are glad to say that Congress initiated steps dur- 
ing the week having as their object the placing of mili- 
tary attachés of the United States on a footing equal to 
that enjoyed by the military and Naval representatives 
of other nations. The Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs at its meeting on Thursday last, determined to 
favorably report a bill which will give officers assigned to 
duties at embassies the rank and pay of Colonel of in- 


fantry, and those at the Jlegations the rank 
and pay of Majors _ of infantry. It was 
made plain to the committee that the appropriation 


necessary to effect the improvement in the standing of 
United States officers on duty in foreign countries would 
amount to but $14,000. The action of the committee is 
in accordance with a recommendation submitted during 
the early part of the week. by the War Department. 
which has been in correspondence with the ‘State Depart- 
ment and with the diplomatic representative of this Gov- 
ernment in Europe as to the advisability of the proposi- 
thon upon which the committee has acted which they 
rll favor. It is proposed by Senator Hawley to write a 
strong report on the subject in a few days and personal- 
ly push the matter through the Senate. The success of 
the proposition in the House is doubtful because of the 
opposition of Speaker Reed to the making of any other 
appropriations than those absolutely required to pay the 
expense of the Government and few of his political 
debts. The officers who will be benefited by the pro 
posed increase in their rank and pay will be Lieut. Hen- 
ry T. Allen, Military Attaché at Berlin, Germany: Maj. 
Sanford C. Kellogg. ‘Military Attaché at Paris, France, 
and Capt. George F’. Scriven, Military Attaché at Rome. 
Italy, and Col. A. E. Bates, Deputy Paymr. Gen.. who 
has just been appointed to succeed Capt. O. M. Carter, at 
London, England. The officers who will receive the rank 
and pay of Majors should the proposed legislation be en- 
acted, are: Lieut. J. L. Chamberlain, Military Attaché 
at Vienna; Lieut. G. T. Langhorne, stationed at Brus- 
sells; Capt. Edmund Rice, attached to the Tokyo Lega- 
tion: Lieut. Powel Clayton, Jr., on the staff of the U. S. 
Minister at Mexico City: Lieut. G. L. Anderson. located 
at St. Petersburg, and Capt. T Bliss, stationed at 
Madrid. Maj. James N. Wheelan, Sth Cav.. on duty as 
military attaché at The Hague, will also. of course, en- 
joy the privilege of wearing the rank of Major of infan- 
try if he so desires. We regret to say that nothing has 
heen done by the Navy Department looking to the en- 
setment of legislation conferring equal advantages upon 
Naval attachés abroad. It seems to us that Secretary 
Tong should-hasten to submit a recommendation to Con- 
gress thet Naval attachés hold the rank and draw the 
pay of a Captain of the Navy while attached to embiss es 
and command during their service at legations. The 
fact that there is pending legislation looking to an in- 
crease in the rank and pay of officers attached to em- 
bassies and legations will probably result in swelling the 
apnlications for appointment to these nosts. The “Jour- 
nal” bas already announced that the War Department is 
contemplating extending the military service of this Gov- 
ernment abroad to all the South American countries. It 
is also known that the Navy Denartment is considering 
the advisability of appointing additional Naval attachés.

Col. Wm, Seward, 9th Regiment New York, tempor- 
arily commanding 1st Brigade, reviewed the 7th Regi- 
ment at its armory on Jan. 27, 1898.

In a circular from the Headquarters, Naval Reserve, 
New Jersey, Capt, W. H. Jaques announces the accept- 
ance of his resignation tendered in consequence of pro- 
fessional engagements and obligations which will take 
him out of the United States. In his letter of resigna- 
tion, Capt. Jaques says: “While the organization has not 
been entirely free from the personal differences incident 
to all organizations, whether regular or -volunteer,- I am 
happy to recall that during my association with you and 
your predecessor it has not been necessary for me to call 
your attention to any infraction, and that during the 
three years of my command my course has been fully 
indorsed by the Commander-in-Chief. I am proud to 
say that I believe no other State has a more efficient Re- 
serve than New Jersey. It now numbers 450 officers 
and men, or more than one-tenth of the entire Naval 
Militia force of the United States. While the er 
lature has not adequately recognized the need of such a 
force and the valuable work it has done, more than $10,- 
060 has been voluntarily given by officers and citizens of 
New Jersey to encourage the organization, pending its 
full recognition by the State officials. In view of the 
unquestionable need for a suitable Naval defense of the 
State and the excellent progress made by@the present or- 
ganization in the face of so many difficulties and obstruc- 
tions, I desire to again earnestly urge upon you and the 
Legislature the necessity of liberal appropriations and the 
increase of the reserve to the size authorized by law.” 

In his reply Governor Griggs says: “Permit me to ex- 
press to you my appreciation of the devotion with which 
you have served the State, a sentiment which is, to my 
knowledge, enjoyed by all the members of the State mil- 
itary.” 

The best man to succeed Capt. Jaques, if he will accept 
the appointment, is Robert M. Thompson, an ex-otficer of 
the Navy, who graduated from the Academy in 1868, 
and resigned Noy, 18, 1871. Mr. Thompson is a success- 
ful business man, who is full of energy and zeal, and the 
Naval Reserve has no more earnest and liberal friend 
among the ex-officers of the Navy. 


MASSACHUSETTS NAVAL MILITIA. 

It is pleasing to note that after eight years of delibera- 
tion a logical plan of action in regard to the Naval Militia 
has been formulated and will soon be adopted and put in 
force by the Navy Department. The credit of evolving 
the proposed scheme lays with the War College, which 
institution has advocated so many innovations that have 
proved valuable to the Navy. At a last meeting for in- 
struction of the officers of the Massachusetts Brigade on 
the Minnesota, Jan. 28, Lieut. Joseph B. Murdock, U. 8. 
N., sketched a brief outline of the proposed plan, with 
particular reference to the part taken by the Massachu- 
setts Naval Militia. No officer who has preceded Lieut. 
Murdock has so suecessfully mapped out for the Naval 
Militia, duties which are so manifestly and clearly with- 
in their province and, at the same time within the range 
of their capacity. Signalling, sub-marine mining and pa- 
trol work were among the topics touched upon. Lieut. 
Murdock presented his conclusions so intelligibly that 
one could not but admit that -he was familiar with his 
sihject, to a surprising degree, which fact will make him 
of great assistance to the organizations to which he has 
heen detailed.
